WbsD, in the Gonne of human events, it becomes necesBBry for one people to 
dlMolve the political bands which h&ve connected them with another,^ and to 
aseiime amonff the powers of the earth, the Mporate and equal station to which 
the Laws «f Nstnre and of Nature's God entitle them, a decent respect to the 
Opinions of mankind requires that they should declare the causes which impel 
them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal; that they 
are endowed hy their Creator with certain unalienable Bights; that among these 
are Life, Liberty and the pursoit of Happiness. That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among Men, deriving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. That whenever any Form of Government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is the Bight of the People to alter or to abolish 
it, and to institute new Government, laying its fonndation on such principles and 
orgnnieing its powers in such form, as to them shall seem most lutely to effect 
their Safety and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments 
long established should not be changed for light and transient causes: and accord- 
ingly all experience hath shewn, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing^ the forms to which 
they are accustomed. But when a long train of abuses and uenrpations, pursuing 
invariably the same Object evinces a design to reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off snch Government, and 
to provide new Qnards for their futnre security. Snch has been the patient 
sufferance of these Colonies: and such is now the necessity which constrains 
them to alter their former Bysteme of Government. The history of the present 
King of Great Britain is a history of repeated injuries and usurpations, all hav- 
ing in direct object the establishment of an absolute Tyranny over these Btatea. 
To prove this let Facts be submitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesonie and necessary for the 
pablic good. 

He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of immediate and pressing im- 
portance, unless suspended in their operation till his Assent should be obtained: 
and when so suspended, he has utterly neglected to attend to them. 
He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommodation of large districts of 
people, unless those people would relinquish the right of Bepresentation in the 
Legislature, a right inestimable to them and formidable to tyrants only. 
He has ctjled together legislative bodies at places unusual, uncomfortable, and 
distant from the Depository of their public Becords, for the sole purpose of 
fatiguing them into compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved Bepresentative Houses repeatedly, for opposing with manly 
Urmness his invasions on tbe rights of the people. 

He has refused for a long time, after sucb dissolutions, to cause others to bo 
elected: whereby the Legislative Powers, incapable of Annihilation, have ro- 
turned to the People at large for their exercise: the State Temainlng in the 
tneantine exposed to all the dangers of invasion from without and eonvulaioiiB 

He has endeavored to prsvent tbe Population of these States: for that purpose 
obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners: refusing to pass otners 
to enconrage their migrations hither, and raising the conditions of new Appro- 
priations of Lands. 

He has obstructed the Administration of Jnetlee, by refusing his Assent to Laws 
for establishing Judiciary Powers. 
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He hM made Jndgee dependent on hU Will mlone, for the tenure of tbeir offieei, 
and the ftmonnt and payment of their ealariei. 
- He hai erected a multitude of New OScerB, and lent bither BwamiB of Offlcera to 
haraei our people, and eat out their lubHtance. 

He has kept among us, in timoa of peace, Standing Armiee without the Consent 
of our LeEialatare. 
He haa affected to render the Military independent of and enperior to the Civil 

He has combined with othara to auhject ub to a juriadiction foreign to our con- 
stitution, and unacknowledged by onr laws; giving hie Asaent to their Acte of 
fretended Legislation; 
'or quartering large bodies of armed troops among os! 
For protecting them, bj a mock Trial, from punishment for toj Murdere which 
they should commit on the Inhabitants of these States: 
For cutting oft our Trade with all parts of the world: 
For imposing Taxes on na without our Consent: 
For depriTing us in many cases, of the benefits of Trial bj Jn^: 
For transporting us beyond the Seas to be tried for pretended offenses: 
For abolishing the free System of Engli^ Laws in a neighboring Province, es- 
tablishing therein an Arbitrary government, and enlarging its Bonndaries so as 
to render it at once an example and lit initrument for introducing the same 
absolute rule into these Colonies: 

For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valuable Laws, and altering 
fundamentally the Forms of our Government: 
For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring themselves invested with 

giwer to le^slate for us in all cases whatsoever: 
s has abdicated Government here, bj declaring as out of hie Protection and 
waging War against us. 

He has plundered onr seas, ravaged onr Coasts, burnt onr towns, and destroyed 
the lives of oar people. 

He is at this time transporting large Annies of foreign Uereenariea to complete 
the works of death, deaolstion and tyranny, already begun with cireumetaneei 
of Cruelty and perBdy scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous ages, and 
totally unworthy the Head of a civilised nation. 

He has constrained our fellow- CitiEen a taken Captive on the high Seas to bear 
Arms against their Country, to become the executioners of their friends and 
Brethren, or to fall thenuelvee by their Hands, 

He has excited domestic inenrrection among ne, and has endeavored to bring oB 
the inhabitants of our frontiers, the merciless Indian Savages, whose known rule 
of warfare, is an on distinguished destrnction of all ages, sexes and conditions. 
In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned for Redress in the most 
humble terms: Onr repeated Petitions bave been answered on^ by repeated 
injury.

Nor have we been wanting in attention to our British brethren. We bave warned 
them from time to time of attempts by their legislature to extend an unwarrant- 
able jurisdiction over ua We have reminded them of the circumstances of our 
emigration and settlement here. We have appealed to their native justice and 
magnanimity, and we have conjured them by the ties of our common kindred 
to disavow these usurpations, which would inevitably interrupt our connection 
and correspondence. They too have been deaf to the voice of justice and of cod- 
sangninity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity which denounce our 
Separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind. Enemies in War, in 
Peace Friends.

He was 
a member of the convention that framed the Massachusetts Constitu- 
tion in 1780. Later a State Senator, and served as President of 
that body.

f Common Pleas in 1779. Associate Justice, Supreme 
Court in 1782. Advanced to the Chief Justice in 17S8. Declined 
the United Btates Senatorsbip to Congress in 1789. Elected first 
Governor, New Hampshire, in 1793. Be died Uay 19, 17SS, at the 
■gs of 66 years. 

OABTBB BRAXTON:— 

Bom in Newington, Ya., Bept. 10, 1736. Educated at WOIiam and 
Mary College. Travelled in England, returning in 17S0. Elected 
to the Virginia House of Borgesses. A delegate to Congress in 1775. 
Ifember of the council of state from 1786, to March 30, 17S1. Occu- 
pied a seat in the Hoase of Delegates. Later re-elected to the 
Executive ConuciL He died Oct. 10, 1797, at the age of 60 years. 

0EASI2B OASBOLL; — 

Of Irish descent. Hie ancestors migrated from England to America 
about the year 1737. Be was bom Sept. 8, 1737, at Annapolis, 
Uaryland. Educated in France and England, returning to America 
in 1767. Appointed to Congress in 177^ continued a member until 
1778. Be-elected in 1781. Chosen a Senator of the United States in 
1791, resigning his seat. He died in 1832, at the age of 96 yeua, 
being the last survivor of tbat memorable day, July 4, 1776, to 
descend to the grave. 

SUCUSL CHASE:— 

He was bom in Somerset County, Uaryland, in 1741. Studied Uv 
and at the age of 20 was admitted to the bar. Bent to Congress at 
Pbiladelphia, in 1774. Appointed on a commission to Canada in 
1770. Visited England in 1783, returning in 1784. Bemoved to 
Baltimore in 1786. Accepted the appointment as Chief Justice of 
the Gen. Court of Mlaryland in 1791. Appointed by Washington as 
Associate Judge of the Supreme Court of the United States in 1796. 
Impeachment proceedings were instituted by the House of Bepre-

Served 
New York u Senator. Bemoved to the Mohawk Biver, in 1803. He 
died Aug. 4, 1S21, at the age of 77 years. 

BBmAMIH rBANXUN:— 

Born in Boston, Jan. 17, 1706. Bemoved to Philadelphia in 1T23. 
Visited England in 1726, returning to Philadelphia in 1726. Ee- 
tablished b newspaper in 172S, and began the publishing of "Poor 
Richard's Almanac'' in 1734. His political career began in 1776 M 
clerk of the General Assembly of Philadelphia. Postmaster of 
Philadelphia and member of the Provincial Assembly for ten years. 
He discovered electricity in 1749. Deputy Postmaster Genera] of 
British America in 1753. Visited England in 1757, returning io 
17fl2. Again went to England in 1764, visited Holland, Germany and 
France in 17S6-67, retnrning to America in 1775. Sent to Canada 
by the Government in 1776. Went as Ambassador to France in 
1776. Concluded treaties with Sweden and Prussia in 1782-83, re- 
tnmiBg to Philadelphia in Sept. 178G. Withdrew from public life 
in 1788. He died April 17, 1790, at the age of S4 years. Congress 
ordered a general mourning throughout the United States for him 
and the National Assembly of France decreed each member should 
wear mourning for three days. He was buried at Philadelphia, Pa.

Bom at Marblehead, Mass., July 17, 1744. Uember of Harvard 
College in 1758. Member of the General Court of Massachusetts, 
May, 1772.

Delegate to 
the Continental Congress at Philadetpfaia in 1776. Member of the 
Convention which met in Philadelpliia in 1787.

Chosen governor of the state in 
1782, being twice re-elected. Member of the Constitutional Con- 
vention of Virginia in 1790. He died in 1791, at the aga of 91 

JOHN BABT:— 

Bom at Hopewell, Hunterdon County, New Jersey, 1708. He was 
elected to the Continental Congress in 1774. Ho voted for and signed 
the Declaration of Independence. In 1776, New Jersey became the 
theatre of the war and he lost nearly all he had. With failing health 
from the shock sustained, he died in 1780, at the age of 72 years. 

JOSEPH HEWES: — 

Bora at Kingston, N. J., in 1730. He gradoated from Princeton Col- 
lege. Removed to North Carolina and settled at Edenton. Chosen 
a delegate to Congress in 1774. Betumed to Congress again in I77S, 
be continued to represent his state for four succeeding years, re- 
tiring on October 0, 1709. He died November 10, 1779, at the ftge 
of 49 years. 

TBOHAfi HETWABD:— 

Bom in South Carolina in 1746. He studied law in this country 
and in England. Elected to supply a vacancy in Congress at Phila- 
delphia in 1775. Appointed judge of the criminal court in 1778. 
When Charleston was taken by the British in 1780, he was ti^eu 
prisoner and sent to St. Augustine. He was released and sent to 
Philadelphia, thence he returned to Carolina, resuming his judicial 
duties until 1798. He was a member of the Convention of 1790, to 
form a state Constitution. He died on March 6, 1809, at tbe age 
of 03 years. 

WILUAM HOOFEB:— 

Born in Boston, Mass., June 17, 1743. Entered Harvard College. 
Studied law with James Otis. Bemoved to North Carolina and es- 
tablished himself at Wilmington. Ha was chosen a delegate to the 
memorable Congress at Philadelphia, 1776. He was elected to Con- 
gress for tbe third time in 1777, Appointed by Congress, Judge of 
tbe Federal Court in 17B6. Ha died in October, 1790, at the aga 
Of « jtm. 
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BIBPHBN EOPKnni: — 

Born at Scitoate, near Providence, MbtcIi 7, 1707. He wu ft de- 
■eendant of Arnold, the first Qoremor of Bhode Island. He was 
ehoaen town clerk of Seitn&te, BspreseutatlTe to tlte General Court. 
He waa a Jostice of the Peace, and served aa Jnstiee of the Oonrt 
of Common Pleaa. He was Chief Justice in 1733. He removed to 
Providenee in 1742. Elected a Bepreaentative to the General Aa- 
aembly, and waa chosen Speaker of the Houie of Bepreaentativee. 
llade Jnatica of the Snpieme Court in 17S1, holding that office nntil 
17S4, when he wai appointed a commissioner to the celebrated Albauj 
Convention. He was elected chief magiatrate of the colony of Bhode 
Island in 1756, and continued with hardlj an interruption nntil 1767. 
Appointed a delegate to the Continental Cougresa from Bhode Is- 
land in 1774, repreaenting Bhode Island ag«in in the same bod; in 
I77S-76. Waa a Tepresentative of Bhode Island to the Coagreas for 
the last time in 1778. Later be was a delegate to the Bhode Island 
State Qeoeial Asaembl;. He died Julj 13, 17SS, 4t the age of 79 
years 



Born in Philadelphia, Sept. £1, 1737. Educated in the College of 
Philadelphia. Visited England in 17SS. Appointed a delegate to the 
Continental Congreas from New Jeraey in 1776. Appointed Judge 
of the Admiralty Courts of Peon sylvan is,, in 1779. He died sud- 
denly on Uay 8, 1791, at the age of 54 years. 

SAHDEL EmniTNGTOK:— 

Born in Windham County, Coanecticat, July 3, 173E. He removed 
to Norwich in 1760. Bepresented the town of Norwich in the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1764. Became an Associated Judge in 1774. Elect- 
ed a delegate to the Continental Congress in 1775. Served for a 
while as President of Congress with distinguished ability and great 
dignity. Be-elected to Congress in 1782. Be was at the head of 
the Connecticut Snpreme Court. He served as Lieut.-Qov. of his 
State. OovemOT of his native state in 1T86, being annually re- 
elected thereafter until 179S. He died Jan. 5, 17M, at the age of 
65 years. 

FSAITOIB UaBTFOOT I£E:— 

Born in Virginia, Januarj' SO, 1734. He was the sou of Thomas Lee, 
who for several years was President of the King's CoonciL Mem- 
ber of the House of Burgesses in 1765, being re-dected yearlj' nntil 
1772. He was appointed b^ the Virginia convention a delegate to 
the Continental Congress in 1776. He retired from Congress in 
1779. Later he represented his constituents in the Virginia LegislK' 
ture. He died in April, 1797, at the age of 6S years. 

BIOHASD BEintY LEE; — 

Born at Stratford in Westmoreland County, Virginia, Jan. 20, 1732. 
Educated in England. He was a delegate to the Bouse of Bnrgesses 
in 1767. His address to the King and memorial to the Eonse of 
Lords in 1764 were considered among the ablest state papers of that 
period. Attended the first General Congress at Philadelphia in 
1774, as one of Virginia's delegates. He introduced on Janu&ry 7, 
1776, that portion of the document that declared "That these United 
Colonies are, and of right ought to be, free and Independent States," 
etc. He held his sest in Congress until 1777. He was again elected 
to Congress in 1778, remaining there until 1780. In 1784 he again 
accepted a seat in Congress as a delegate from Virginia. He re- 
tired from public life in 1792, on acount of declining health. He 
died on Jan. 19, 1794, at the age of 64 yeara. 

TRAXlUa LEWIS:— 

Parents migrated from Lansford, South Wales. Bom in Uareh, 
1713. TUited Scotland, and educated at Westmisater, Eng^d. 
When young he worked in a London counting room. Beturned to 
New York in 1735. Agent for the Britiah daring the French and 
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Indian War in 17Ge. Elected a delegate to Congnn in 177S, re- 
maining until thiongh 1776. For b, number of yean he represented 
New York in tbe National Assembly. Bemoved to liong IslaDd in 
177S. He died on December 30, 1803, at the age of 91 vean. 
rHn.TP UVINaSTON:— 

Bom at Albany, N. T., Jannary IS, 1716. Educated at Tale, from 
which he graduated in 1737. Elected an alderman in 1754. Be- 
tarned a member of the Gleneral Asaembly in 1759. Elected a dele- 
gate to tbe Continental Congress in 1774 and in 1776. Later be was 
agam a member of Congress, a senator, and a state legislator, after 
the new Constitution was adopted. He took his seat in Congress 
tor the last time in Hay, 1778. He died June 12, 177S, respected 
and esteemed by all who knew him, at the age of 63 years. 



Born at Prince George, 8. C, Angast 5, 1749. Educated in England, 
at Eton and the UniTersi^ of Cambridge. He studied law at 
Temple and later returned to Sooth Carolina. Appointed to tbe 
command of a company of Provincial Begnlars of Sontb Carolina in 
1775, at the outbreak of the war. He was elected to Congress, re- 
maining until after the signing of tbe Declaration of Independence 
in 1776. His health failing he suled for St. Eustatia and for 
France. Nothing was ever heard from him again and the vessel was 
thought to have been lost at sea. He must, therefore, have been 
consigned to a watery grave, in 1779, at tbe age of abont 30 years. 

IHOMAS UcEEAK: — 

Of Irish descent, bom at New London, Chester Connty, Pennnl- 
vania, March 19, 1734. Studied law at New Castle, Delaware. At 21, 
he was practising in tbe Court of Common Pleas, for the Counties 
of New Castle, Kent, and Sussex, and in the Supreme Court, having 
been admitted in 1757. He was elected clerk of the House of As- 
sembly and elected a member of the Assembly in 1762. He was a 
member of the Stamp Act Congress in 1765. Be removed to Phila- 
delphia in 1774. Elected to Congress September 3, 1774, continuing 
a member of the National Council until February 1, 1783. He was 
President of the National Council in 17S1. Chief Justice of Pennsyl- 
vania in July, 1777. lied a regiment as Colonel to Perth Amboy, 
on July 5, 1776, to assist General Washington. Prepared a Con- 
stitution for Pennsylvania in 1776, which was adopted by the Con- 
vention called for that purpose. He was President of the State of 
Delaware, in 1777, and during the same year was appointed Chief 
Justice of Pennsylvania. He was a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention of the United States in 17S7. Elected Governor of the 
State of Pennsylvania in 1709. Legislative inquiry on Impeaob- 
ment charges against him acquitted 1807-08. He retired from public 
life in 1808. He died June 24, 1S17, at the age of 82 years. 

AKTEITK UIDDLETOir:— 

Born in South Carolina, in 1743. Educated at Hackney and West- 
minster, Bngland. Travelled in England, France, and Spain, return- 
ing to America in 1773. Appointed secret commissioner to place 
South Carolina in a state of defence in 1775, as a member of the 
Council of Safety. Elected a delegate to the Congress assembled 
at Philadelphia in 1776, resiKning in 1777. Elected Governor of 
South Carolina, in 1778. Taken prisoner by the British, and his 
property destroyed on the surrender of Charleston in 1779. He was 
taken to St. Augustine, Florida and kept in eonflnement for abont 
a year, being esdianged in July, 1781. He was sent to Philadelphia, 
and on arriving was appointed a Bepresentative to Congress but 
declined, 1783. He later served in the State Legislature. He died 
January 1, 17SB, at tbe age of 44 years. 

LBWIB HOBSIS:— 

Bom in New Tork State in 1726. Elected a delegate from New 
Tork t» tha Continental Congrati in 177S, B«-e]eet«d in 1770.

Member of the Honse of 
Burgesses in 1774. Bent to the Williamsburg Convention in 1774. 
Appointed a delegste from Virginia to the General Assembly at 
Philadelphia in 177S, where lie retained his seat until 1777. He re- 
turned to Congress in 1779. Oovemor of Virginia during the Bevo- 
lutionary War. Be died January 4, 1789, at the age of SI ysan. 

WHJUK PAOA:— 

Born in Hartford Couut?, Ma^land, October SI, 1740. Admitted to 
the bar, he established himself at Ajinapolis. Kspresentative of the 
Ooonty in the Legislature in 1771. Delegate from Maryland to the 
Continental Congress in 1774. Be-appointed each year until 1778. 
Appointed Chief Justice of the Bopreme Court of Maryland in 1778, 
where he remained until 1780. Advanced, by Congress, to Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals in price and admiralty cases, in 1780. 
Elected Governor of his State in 1782, and again in 1786. On the 
organization of the Federal Government in 1789, he was appointed 
by Washington, Judge of the District Court of the United States 
for Maryland. He died in 1799, at the age of SB years.

Admitted to the bar in 1786, began practice at Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1788. Elected as first Bepresentative to Congress from Tennessee in 
1796. United States Senator, 1797. Genersl of the Army, 1812. Made the memor- 
able d^enee of New Orleans, 181S. Expelled the Seminoles from Florida. Ap- 
pointed Governor of Florida, 1821. United States Senator, 1823. Elected Presi- 
dent of the United States, 182S, re-elected 1832. Died at the HermiUge, Jnna 
8, 1845. 
UA&TIK TAN BUBSH:— 

Eighth Prealdent of the United States. Boni in Kindeihook, New 
York, December S, 1782. Admitted to the bar in 1B03. Appointed Surrogate of 
CoIumbU County, 1803. Elected State Senator, 1812, continuing such until 1820, 
and acting as Attorney-General a part of the period. Elected Unitad S^tea Sank- 
tor in 1321, re-elected 1S27. Elected Governor of New York State as a Democrat 
In 1823, but resigned shortly after inauguration to become Secretary of State in 
President Jackson's Cabinet. Besigned 1831, and was appointed Hinistar to 
England but the Senate refused to confirm him by one vote cast by Vice-Presideut 
Calhoun. Elected Vice-President, 1832, and elected President of the United 
States in 1836. Nominated for President and defeated in 1840 by General Har- 
rison, in 1844 by James K. Polk, 1848 by General Taylor. He made a tonr of 
Europe, 1863-55. Van Buren died July £4, 1862, 
W TT.T.TAM HENBT HABBIBON; — 

Ninth President of the United States. Bom in Berkeley, Charles Ci^ 
County, Vir^nia, February 9, 1773. Educated at Hampton Sidney College and 
studied medicine. Joined the Northwestern Army, 1792, serving against the Jq- 
dians. Secretary of the Northwestern Territory, 1797, and Delegate to Congress, 
1799. First Territorial Governor of Indiana, 1800, serving twelve years and con- 
cluding eighteen Indian Treaties. Gained the celebrated battle of Tippecanoe 
over the Indians Nov. 7, 1811. Commander of the Northwestern Army during 
War of 1812. Elected to Congress from Ohio, 1816. Minister to the Republic of 
Gtdombia, South America, 1628. Elected President of the United States, 1840. 
Died one month after inauguration, on April 4, 1841. 
JOBS TTIJiB;— 

Tenth President of the United States. Bom in Charles City County, 
Virginia, March 29, 1790. Graduated at William and Mary College, 1807. Ad- 
mitted to the bar when nineteen and elected to the legislature when twenty-one. 
Elected to Congress, 1316. Elected Governor of Virginia, 1326, and sent to the 
United States Senate the following year, resigning in 1836. Elected Vice-Presi- 
dent in 1840. Became President of the United States by the death of President 
Harrison, April 4, 1841. Presiding officer of the Peace Congress, Washington, 
D. C, February 1861. Member of the Virginia Convention which decided to 
secede April, 1861. Elected member of the Confederate Senate. Died Jannarr 
17, 1862. 
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JAMES K. P0I;E:— 

Steventh President of tlie United Btates. Bom in Ueoklenbarg 
Cmnty, Nortb Ctirolina, November 2, 1795. Orada&ted at tbe Uuiverait; of North 
Carolina, 1815. Admitted to the bar, 1820. Elected BepreeentatiTe to the Tennea- 
Bee Legislature, 1823. Elected to CongreBs, 1S25, nni held his seat until 1639, 
being Speaker, 1835 37. Elected OoTernor of TsnneBsee, lg3Q. Elected President 
of the United States in 1S44. The Ifeiican War occorred during his adminis- 
tration. Betired from the Presidencf, Uarcb, 1849. Died June 15, 1649. 
ZAOHABT TATU>B:— 

Twelfth President of the United States. Born in Oran^ County, 
Virginia, November 24, 1784. Commissioned a Lientenant in 1808, m the 7th 
United States Army Infantry. Brevetted a Uajor for gallant and heroic defence 
of Fort Harrison on June 19, 1812, against the Indiana, and from this period until 
1840, he was engaged in almost constant warfare with the Indians throughout 
the West. He was in command of the Army of the Bio Grande at the openinR of 
the war with M^co and won the great Battles of Palo Alto, Besaca da 1& Pahna, 
Monterey and Bnena Vista- He was nominated by the whigs for the Presidency 
and elected in November, 1648, was inaugurated March 4, 184B, and died July 9, 
18G0. 
wm.T.Avxt TTLtMOKE: — 

Thirteenth President of the United States. Was born at Summer 
Hill, New York, January 7, ISOO. Learned the tailor trade and at the age of 
nineteen began a course of legal study under Judge Wood, who defrayed his ex- 
pense*. He was admitted to the bar in 1S23, at Aurora, as an attorney in 1827, 
and as a eonneillor in the Supreme Court in 1829. He was elected to the legiala' 
ture in 1829. Elected to Oongres* from 1832-36 and was defeated as a guber- 
natorial candidate in the election of 1844. Elected Comptroller of his state in 

1847, was a candidate for the Vice-Presidency on the ticket with Qen. Taylor in 

1848, and elected, becoming President of the United States upon the death of 
President Taylor, July 9, 1850, serring ont the unexpired term. Be died March 
B, 1874. 

faunccm fieboe; — 

Fourteenth President of the United States. Son of Oeneral Benja- 
min ^erce of the Bevolutiouary Army. Bom in Hillsboro, New Hampshire, 
November 23, 1S04. Graduated at Bowdoin College, Maine, in 1S24, was admitted 
to the bar in 1S27. Elected to the State Legislature tn 1829, where he became 
Speaker during his term of four years, for two terms. Was elected to Congress 
in 1833, to the. United States Senate in 1637, and re-elected in 1841, resigning in 
1S42 to resume the practice of law at Concord, N. H. Declined an appointment M 
Attorn ey-Oeueral in President Polk 's Cabinet. Enrolled as a private in the 
Mexican War, but received a Brig.- General 's commission from the President be- 
fore his departure for the front in March, 1S47. Besigned his commission at the 
expiration of the war, resuming his law practice. Nominated by the Democrats 
and elected President in 1652. Was inangurated March 4, 1853, and at the ex- 
piration of his term resumed bis profession as an attorney at law. He died Octo- 
ber 8, 1809. 
JAMES BUOHAS-AN:— 

Fifteenth President of the United States. Bom in Franklin Count;, 
Pa., April 23, 17B1. Graduated at Dickinson College, 1809. Admitted to the bar 
in 1812. Elected to the State Legislature in 1814, reelected, 1816. Elected to 
Congrese, 1820, resigned Uareb, 1831. Appointed Minister to Buisia, May, 1831, 
Betnrned 1634, and elected to the United States Senate for an unexpired term, 
re-elected for full term, 1836-42. Scretary of State during President Polk's ad- 
minifltratiou- Appointed Minister to England, 18S3. Betumed 16S6. Elected 
President of the united States, 1856. Died June 8, 1866. 
ABBAHAM LOTOOUf:— 

Sixteenth President of the United States. Bom in Hardin County, 
Et., February 12, 1609. Bemoved to Illinois in 1830 and worked at rail- 
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^ilittiug, flat-boating, and clerking. Was Captain in the Black Hawk War, 1612. 
Studied law, began practicing, 1836. Settled in Springfield, III., in 1837. Elected 
to the State Legislature 1836-38, to Congress, 1846. Bepublican candidate for 
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TBued the BtaU, 1858. Elected Preudent of tha United SUtei Id 1800. Be- 
eleeted 1864. A war me«anre, hia Emvicipaition Proclamation t*Un» affect Jsa* 
}u,Ty 1, 1B63, pnt an end to BUreir forever in the United States. Bkot by John 
Wilkes Booth, April 14, ises, in Ford's Tbeater at Washington, D. C, and died 
the folloiring day, April 15, 1809. 

ANi>REw romrsoH:— 

Beventeenth President of the United States. Bom at Balmsh, N. C, 
December 29, 1808. Never attended school. Instmeted principallj by bis wife. 
Emigrated to Oreenvilie, Tenn., ISSO, and began boiineis as a tailor. Alderman 
of the town, 1828. Major, 1830-34. Elected to State LegiBlatnTe 1835, re-elected 
1838. Elected to State Senate, 1841. Member of CongreSB 1843-53. Elected 
OoTemor of Tennessee, 1853, and United States Senator, I8S7. Strong Union 
man at opening of Civil War. Appointed Military Oovernor of Tennessee, 1S6S-61. 
Elected Vice-PresideDt, 1864. Became President of the United States on tha 
aMaasinatioi) of President Lincoln, April 15, 1865. The hostility between the 
party that elected him began in 1800 and resulted in his being impeached in Feb- 
ruary, 1868. On bis trial before the High Court of Impeachment, the votes of 
the court were taken in May, on three of the eleven articles which resulted in 
35 for conviction to 19 against. He was, therefore, acquitted on these; a two- 
thirds vote on the remainder was indefinitely postponed. Elected United Statea 
Senator, 1874. Died July 31, 1S7S. 
OBN. U. a. GBANT:— 

Eighteenth President of the United States Bom at Point Pleasant, 
Ohio, April 27, 1822. Graduated at U. S. Military Academy, 1843. Served in the 
Mexican War. Ordered to Oregon, 1852. Captain, 1853. Besigned his commis- 
sion in 1654. Bemoved to Galena, where he engaged in the tanning businesa. 
Colonel 21st Illinois Volunteers and Brigadier- General, July, 18B1. Appointed 
Lieut.-Oeueral, March, 1864. Beceived surrender of Confederate General hea, 
April B, 1S65. Commissioned General, a grade created for him by Congress, July 
25, 1866. Elected President of the United States, 1S6B and 1872. Started on » 
tour of the world from Philadelphia, May 17, 1877, returning via San Pranciaco, 
September 20, 1879. Ho died July 23, 188S. 
&. B. HATBB:— 

Ninteeuth President of the United States. Bom in Delaware, 0., Oct. 
4, 1822. Graduated at Kenyon College. Began practice of law in Cincinnati, 1856. 
Elected City Solicitor, 18S8. Appointed Mftjor, 23rd Ohio Infantry, at the open- 
ing of Civil War, Brevetted Major-Qenerat for bravery at Fisher's Hill and 
Cedar Creek. Elected to CongreM, October, 1805, Iv-elected In 1866. Elected 
Governor of Ohio, 1867-69 and 1875. Bepnblican candidate for President, 1876. 
The adherents of Qov. S. J. Tilden, the Democratic capdidate, claimed the elec- 
tion for him. Owing to the extraordinary complications in several states an elec- 
toral commission was authorized by Congress, cooaistinK of flvo members of tho 
Senate, five of the House, and five Associate Justices of the Supreme Court. By 
a vote of 8 to 7 the commission counted 185 votes of states for Hayes and Wheeler 
to 184 for Tilden and Ilpodricks. Messrs. Hayes and Wheeler were accordinely 
inaugurated March 4, 1877. According to the official retnms. Governor Tilden 
had a popular majority over all otjiers of 157,397 votes. Died January 7, 1S93. 
J. A. OABFIBLD:— 

Twentieth President of the United States. Born in the town of 
Orange, Ohio, November 19, 1831. Graduated at Williama College, 1856. Became 
Professor of Iiatih and Greek in Hiram College, O. Elected State Senator, 1859. 
Appointed Colonel 42nd Ohio Tolunteers, 1861. Nominated for Congress while in 
the field, 1862, but continued in service until 1863. Member of 3Sth, 39th, 40th, 
4lBt, 42nd, 43rd, 44th, 45th and 46t)i Congresses. Elected United States Senator in 
January 1880. Elected President of the United States, November, 1880. Shot by 
Charles J. Guiteau, in B. and O. B. B. Station, Washington, D. C, July S, 1881, 
and died at Elb eron, N. J., September 19, 1881. 
O. A. ABTUUU: — 

Twenty-first President of the United States. Bom in Franklin 
CouD^, Vermont, October 5, 1830. Graduated at Union College, 1849. Went to 
New York City, studied law and wM admitted to the bar. Appointed Engineer- 
in-Chief by Governor Morgan, January, 1861, and Quarteimaster-Oeneral < 
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Btaif, Januftry, 1663. The r&pid diBpateh of New Tork troops ta the ieat ol 
wu was due almost exeliuivel; to hui taet and energy, y^pomted GoUector of 
the Port of New York, November 20, 1871, re-appointed December, 1875. Be- 
moved hj President Hayes, July 21, 18TS. Elected Vice-Presideiit, 1880. Became 
President of the United States by the death of Preeident OarSeld, September 19, 
18S1. At the expiration of his term of office he returned to New York City and 
about a year afterwards suffered a serious attack of illness which terminated in 
his death , N ovemb er IS, 1SS6. 
OBOTSB ai2VEI.Ain>: — 

Twenty- HScond and twen^-fonrth President of the United States. 
Boni in Caldwell, N. J., March 18, 1837. Educated at Canton, N. Y., until sixteen 

Ssars old. Went to New York and taught for a while in the Asylum for the 
liud. Went to Buffalo, studied law and wsb admitted to the bar, 185S. Ap- 
pointed Assiatant Diatriet Attorney of Erie Co., 1863. Drafted into the Aimy 
while so employed and furnished a substitute. Elected Bberiff of Erie Co. In 
ISTO. Elected Mayor of Buffalo in 1881. Elected Governor of New York by « 
majority of nearly 200,000 in 1882. Elected President of the United States as • 
Democrat in 1864, re-elected ISBE. 
BEN'J'AUIN HAZBISOK:— 

Twenty-third President of the United States. Bom at North Bend, 
Ohio, August £0, 1S33. He was grandson of William Henry Harrison, Ninth Presi- 
dent of the United States. He graduated at Miami University in 1852. Studied 
law and settled in Indianapolis, ^d., to practice his profession. In 1860 was elect- 
ed reporter of the Indiana Supreme Court. At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
volunteered and became Colonel of an Indiana regiment. Won distinction in the 
battles of Eesaea and Peach Tree Creek in 1864, and left the army with the 
brevet of Brigadier-General. He resumed the practice of his profession and soon 
earned the distinction as an effective campaign speaker. In 187S, he was defeated 
by a small majority for the governorship of Indiana. His name was presented 
to the Bepnblican convention in 18S0, but be was not nominated. In 1881, be 
was elected United States Senator from Indiana and in 1888 he received the 
Bepnblican nomination for the Presidency and was elected over Orover Cleveland 
in a campaign in which protection was the paramoant issue. The most important 
measure psaaed during his administration was the McRinley Tariff Act in 1890, 
with the attendant features of reciprocity and the first Pan-American Congress. 
But in 18Q2 he was defeated for a re-election and resnmed the practice oi law. 
He died at Indianapolia, Indiana, March 13, 1901. 
TUT TT.T.TAM McKlNljET: — 

Twenty-fifth President of the United States. Born at Niles, Trom- 
bnll County, 0., January 29, 1844. He was educated at Union Seminaiy, Poland, 
Ohio, and at ABegheuy College, Ueadville, Pa. He worked as postal clerk In 
the Poland Post Office when at the outbreak of the Civil War he enlisted as a 
private serving with distinction throughout the war until mustered out in July, 
1B65, as acting assistant adjutant-generoL Studied law, was admitted to the 
bar, and began practising at Canton, C, 187^71. He was Prosecuting Attorney 
for Stark County. Was Bepublican member of the 4Sth, 46th, 47th, 49th, 50th, 
and Slst Congresses, being defeated for the 52nd Congress. Serving as chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee, he introduced the tariff bill in ISSO which 
bore his name. Served two terms aa Qoyernor of Ohio, 1892-98. Was nominated 
by the Bepublican Convention in 1896 and elected President, being re-elected in 
1900. He was shot at Buffalo, N. Y., September 6, 1901, by Leon CEolgosz, an 
anarchist^ and died September 14. Among the most important events of his ad- 
ministration were the Spanish -American War, the annexation of the Hawaiian la- 
lands, and the establishment of civil government in the Philippine Islands. Suc- 
ceeded by Roosevelt. 
THEODOBE BOOHETELT:— 

Twenty-sixth President of the United States. Was bom in New York 
City, October 27, 1858. Graduated at Harvard in 1880. Travelled in Europe in 
18S1, published his first book, "The Naval War of 1812." Was ft stanch civil 
service reformer in polities, was a member of the New Tork Assembly in 18S1. 
Chairman of the New York delegation to the Bepublican Convention in 1884. In- 
dependent Mayoralty candidate for New York, 1886. Waa a member of the 
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United 8t»tM Civil Service Commiuioa, 1SS0'95. Wu Pieiident New York 
BoftTd Police Commiuion in 1896. Aaaistant SecreUr? of the NK17, 1897-98, 
was Lieut.-CoL TlDited Statu volanteer cavalrjr re^ment, known as "Booeevelt'fl 
BoDgh Bidflra," and served in Cuban campaign and promoted Colonel. In 1898 
he wag elected Oovemor of New York, in 1900, Vice-Freaident of the United 
States, and on the death of President McKinlej he became President, September 
14, 1901. The moat important events of his administration were the establish- 
ment of self -government in Cnba, the recognition of the Independence of Panama, 
the beginning of the Panama Canal, the passage of the Beclamation Act, the es- 
tablishment of provisional government in Cnba, and the signing of the Biiiso- 
Japanese Treaty of Peace at Portsmouth, New Hampshire. He £ed roddenly at 
O^ter Baj, Long Island, New TdtIe, January B, 1919. 
wiu:lui EOWA&D TATT:— 

Twenty-seventh President of the ITnited States. Was born Septem- 
ber 15, 1857, in Cincinnati, Ohio, of English descent, son of Jndge Alphonso Taft, 
the son also by vocation was a lawyer and jurist. He grsdnatM from Yale Col- 
lege, New Haven, Conn., in 1878, and from the Cincinnati Law School in 1880, 
and was admitted to the Ohio bar and later served both as judge of the Ohio 
Supreme Court and Judge of the United States Circuit Court. In 1901 he was 
appointed as the first civil governor of the Philippine Islands, by Piestdent 
Roosevelt. In 1904 he was made Secretary of War and re-appointed in 190S. He 
was also sent by the President to adjust the insurrectionary conditions in Cnba 
and later was sent on a mission to Panama by the President. In 1908 he was 
nominated by the Bepubliean convention as that party's candidate for the Presi- 
dency and was elected, receiving S21 electoral votes and a popular vote of 7,flT7,- 
7SS, Bryan his Democratic opponent receiving only 162 electoral votes and a 
popular vote of over 1,000,000 less. He was inaugurated Ifarch 4, 1909, and served 
one term, being defeated for a re-election in 1912 by Woodrow Wilson, the Demo- 
cratic nominee. General prosperity prevailed tfaiVnghont the eonntry during his 
administration. He retired from public life at the expiration of his term to the 
practice of his profession and later M Profesaor of Law at Yale College, a posi- 
tion since filled with great ability. 
WOOmOW WILSON:— 

Twenty-eighth President of the United States. Bon in Btatutton, 
Va., December 2S, 1856, of Scotch-Irish ancestry. He was graduated from 
Princeton College, N. J., in 1S79, later becoming its head. Was Governor of New 
Jersey, 1911-12. Until thia time his vocation has been that of teacher and edu- 
cator. He was nominated by the Democratic Convention for the Presidency in 
1912 and elected. He was inaugurated March 4, 1913, was re-elected in 1916, tak- 
ing his seat March 4, 1917, for a second term. The most important event of his 
a^inistration was the Great World War, entered into by the United States, April 
e, 1917.

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Thtt Tcmuk Belgivm to be evneaated bj the Oermang, Alsace-Lorraine and 
Lnxembnrg to be occnpied by the Allies together with the three principal Bhins 
erosBings at Uayence, Coblenz, and Cologne, including east of the Bhine opposite 
these dtiea. Germany to tniTender the best of her cannon, airplaiiee, machine- 
guns, and the greater quantity of their war mnnitionH, and the surrender of 
theiT railroads with other transportation facilities and material to be turned 
over to the Allies with the bulk of theii fleet of ships and ■obmarines, includ- 
ing terms for large indemnity to the AUies for damages inflicted apon the 
nations during the war. A conference of the Allies to draw up the final terms 
of peace; the war to terminate and relations resumed when the treaty is rat- 
ified and in effect with nentral powers embodied in a League of Nations and 
reparations made to the Allied govemments for amounts determined for losses 
sustained.

He was a representative in Congress, 1863-71, and in 
1873 he entered the United Statee Senate as a Bepnblican, being re-elected in 
1878, 18U, 1890 and 1896. He wa« a delegate to tbe BepubUcan National Coaves- 
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AltgeU, Jobn Petar, Author, Lawyer and Judge. 

Bom in Qermany, in Dec, 1S47. He eame to the TTnited BtatM while but & 
youth, hlB parents tettliog at Mansfield, Ohio. He studied law, was admitted to 
the bar, and was Judge of the Bnpretne Court at Chicago, HI., 1SR6-91. He was 
elected governor of the etate of niinois in 1B93. Hie pardon of the anarehiBts 
caused much eontrovergy tbToughont the nation at the tune. He died March 12,

Bom near Louisville, Ky., Jnne 14, 1806. He served as colonel of the lUinois 
volunteers in the Black Hawk War, in 1S3S, as aide de camp to Oen. Scott, and 
was with Qen. Scott daring the Mexican War. He commanded the troops in 
Charleston Harbor, S. C, defended Fort Sumter against a fierce bombardment and 
WSs compelled to surrender with his small force of SO men, after 38 hours of fight- 
ing, on Apr. 14, 1861. He was appointed Major General U. 8. A. in Feb^ 186S. 
Later in the same year be raised bis old flag over the remains of Snmtei. He died 
Oct. 26, 1871. 

Andnwi, Jobn A. 

Bom in Windham, Me., May 31, 1S18. He was graduated ftt Bawdoin Colleg« 
in 1S37, admitted to the bar at Boston, Mass., in 1S40, delegate to the National 
Bepnblican Convention in 1860, and CivU War governor o^ MaasacbuBstts. He 
disd Oct. 30, 1867. 

AnOumj, Eenry B. 

Bom in Coventry, B. I., Apr. 1, 181S. He was graduated at Brown TTniversitT, 
became editor of the Providence Jovmal, and was elected governor of the state u 
1849 and ISSO, declining a third nomination. He was elected United States sen- 
ator in IS5S, iS64, 1870, 1878, 1882, and president pro tern, of the United States 
Souate on March 23, 1669, and on March 10, 1871. His long and varied experience 
made him very effective in committee work in the Senate, and as couusd of the 
nation. He died Sept. 2, 1884. 

AjTdur, B. T., Texas Patriot. 

Born in Virginia, 1790. He removed to Texas where he took an active part in 
all the troubles that preceded the independence of that territory and its aubse- 
qnent annexation to tne United States. He was one of the commissioners that 
sought aid from the United States, snd was later speaker of the Texas House of 
Bepresentatives and Secretary of War of the New Bepoblic. He died in 1856. 

AnnMrmg, John, Author and Soldier. 

Bom in Carlisle, Pa., Nov. 2S, 1758. He served on the staff of Gen. Gates dur- 
ing the Bevolntionary War, was United States minister to France, 1804-10, and 
afterwards to Spain. He became Secretary of War in 1813. He was the anthor 
of Sevsh'org Letters, published anonymously in 1783, a work intended to arouse 
the Congress of the United States to redress army grievances, to which General 
Washington took exception to as being much diepleaaed. He died at Bed Hook, 
N. T., Apr. 1, 1843. 

Amoldt Bonedlct 

Bom in Norwich, Conn,, Jan. 3, 1740. He fought in the Bevolntionary War 
until 17TS, when he was court-martialed. He then bargained for the surrender of 
West Point to the British, and only the capture of Major Andrj preventod the 
betrayal. He died in London, England, June 14, 1801. 
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Ancor, 01 O. 

Born in New York, in 18S1. He wu grkdaat«d at the United State* HiUUiy 
Academy in 1843, Berving in the militaiT' iKCUp&tioD of Texaa, 1S4S-40, in the war 
with Mexico, 1S46-48, and aa commandant of cadets at the Military Aeademj in 
1861. He wai appointed Major-Qeneral of the United States volvnteera, Aug. 9, 
1868, and waa severelj wounded at the battle of Cedar Mountain. He was in 
0en. Banks' expedition to New Orleans in 1B62, was in command of the district 
of Baton Bouge, in 1863, and was with the »peditton to Port HadsoD, in 1SS3. 
Be waa in command of the department of Washington, D. C, 1863-66, of the 
riatte, 1867-71, and of Texas, 1871. He was made brevet Major-Qeneral, 17. 8. A., 
March 13, 186S, retiring in July, 1S8S. He died Jan. 16, 1808. 

Bakar, Bdwln D. 

Bom in London, England, Feb. 24, ISll. He came to the United States and 
located in Springfield, 111., where be studied law and was admitted to the bar. 
Be waa elected a member of eongresB in 1847, raised a regiment for the Uexieaii 
War, and received the command when Geo. Shields was wounded at Cerro Oordo. 
He was re-elected to Congress on his retnm from the war, removing to California 
in 1852 and then to Oregon. In 1860, he was elected United States senator. At 
the ontoresk of the Civil War he raised a repment and entered the Union Armj 
as a Brigadier-Oeneral, being killed while leading his brigade at the battl* of 
Balls Bluff, Va., Oct. 21, 1861. 

Batubrldg^ WlllUm. 

Born in Princeton, N. J., in 1774. He entered the naval service in 1798, waa 
active in the War of 1812, and was presented with a gold medal bj Congress. 
He was presldeDt of the Board of Navy Commissioners for three years, receiving 
thanks from Napoleon Bonaparte for saving French leaidents in Algiers frora 
enslavement by the Dey. He died July 27, 1833. 

Bancroft, OeorOi Historian and Diplomatist. 

Born in Worcester, Mass., Oct. 3, ISOO. In 184S, he became seeretaiy of the 
navy in Uie Cabinet of President Polk. In 1846, he was sent to Great Britain aa 
minister plenipotentiary, remaining in that country until 1849. In 1667, he re- 
ceived the appointment of minister at the Pnissian court. His priueipu works 
recount the cotoniEstion of the United States and the history of the Sevolntion. 
He settled in Washington, D. C., after returning from his mission to Earope, 
where he died Jan. 17, 1891. 

Smkx, Kathanl^ P^ Legislator and Boldier. 

Bom at Waltham, Mass., Jan. 30, 1816. He studied law, later becoming,, sne- 
cessively, a member of the state and netional legislaturea. He was simaker of 
the House of Bepreeentatives in Congress in 1850, and in 1B5S he was elected 
governor of Massac ho setts. In 18S9, and on the outbreak of the Civil War. he 
took a command in the army, serving at first on the Potomac, later at New 
Orleans, and finally on the Red Biver. Believed of his command in 1864, h« 
re-entered Congress, affiliating and voting mainly with the BepubUean party. 
He died in Waltham, Sept. 1, 1894. 



Born in Columbia County, N. T., Sept. 17, 1818. He wu educated in the 
Columbia public schools, later moving to Lime Rock, Conn. He was a delegate 

to the National Democratic Convention in 1868, 1872, 1876, 1880 and 1884, and 
for several years chairman of the executive committee. He was a member of the 
40th, 41st, 42nd, 43rd and 44th congresBes, and was elected United States senator 
to fill the vacancy for the term ending Msrch 3, 1879. He died Apr. 30, 1889. 

BarthoUl, Fredeildc A. 

Bom in Colmar, France. He first achieved renown in bis own country through 
his art productions, attention being drawn to him in the United States through 
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his noted atatiie of Lafayette in New York City. Other notable pieCM, includ- 
ing Peace, The TtnMg Fine Orower, and OstUw in the Gratp of MiMry (shown *t 
the Centennial Ezpoaition in Philadelphia, Fa., in 1876), also attracted attention. 
To crown hie great work he deeign«d the eoloseal bronee statue, I/iberty BuiigMeii 
ing the World, on Bedloe's Island, New Tork Harbor, a gift from the grateful peo- 
ple of France to the United States. 
Barard, TlioinM T. 

Born in Wilmington, Del., Oct. 2ft, 18ES. He was admitted to the bar in 1851, 
was appointed United States district attorney for Delaware in 1853, and snc- 
ceeded his father as United States senator in 1869. He wm re-elected in 1875 
and 1881. He was a member of the electoral commisfiion, was appointed Secretan' 
of State in Mar^ 188S, and was an eameet and constant advocate of true civil 
service reform, doing mneh to correct CuBton Honee aboaes. He died Sept. 28, 
1808. 



Bom in Washington, D. C, Feb. 4, 1822. He wu graduated at the United 
States Naval Academy in 1S42. He served with Stockton in the MezioaD War 
and is known for having valoroasly left Kearney's camp, while surrounded by the 
enemy, to seek assistance at San Diego. The mission was soccessful and In 
recognition of his bravery he was presented wiUi epaalettes and a sword in 1847. 
At the close of Mexican War he reslened from the navy. Ho then became, in

Back, Junaa B. 

Bom in Domfriesshire, Scotland, Feb. 13, 1822. He received his early aca- 
demic education in his native country, graduating at tho Transylvania University 
Law School, Ky., in 1846. He began practising law at Lexington, Ky. He was 
a member of the 40th, 41st, 42nd and 43rd congresses. He declined re-election to 
the 44th eongresB, but was elected as United States senator, a* a Democrat, taking 
his seat March S, 1877. He was ro-elected in 1882. He died May 3, 1890. 
BMchor, Heniy Ward, Gergyman. 

Bom in Litchfield, Conn., Jnne B4, 1813. He ^duated from Amherst in 1834, 
studied in Lane Theological Seminary, near Cincinnati, Ohio, and bemo his cler- 
ical duty as pastor of a church in Lawrenceburg, Ind., removing to Indianapolis 
in 1839. He became the pastor of the Flymouth Congregational Church in Brook- 
lyn in 1847, He was one of the founders of the IndepeTtdent and the Ckrittian 
Union (now The Oiitloale). He was also a prominent anti-slavery orator. He died 
Mar. 8, 1887. 
BeQ, Alsxaador Onltam, Inventor of the Telephone. 

Bom in Edinbargfa, Har. 3, 1847. He came to the United States in 1872, devot- 
ing himself to teaching. He invented the telephone in 1878-76, the photophone in 
1880, the graphophone in 1887, and many other instruments which have since 
brought him both wealth and fame. Though his claim as inventor of the tele- 
phone was disputed by other inventors, the Supreme Court of the United States 
upheld his rigcts, and since then he has enjoyed a moniqwly of the telephone 
throughont the conntry. 
Bell, jrobn, Statesman. 

Born near Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 18, 1797. Be was admitted to the bar in 1816, 
A member of Congress, 1827-41, speaker of the House of Bepresentativee In 1834, 
and Secretary of War in 1841. From an ardent free-trader he became a itannch 
supporter of the protectionist principles, supporting the Whi^ and favoring the 
reception of petitions for the abolition of slavery in the District of Columbia. 
In 1658, he vigorously opposed the admission of SansBs to the union as a slave 
state. He was United States senator, 1847 59, and in 1660 was nominated for tho 
presidency by the constitutional Union Party, receiving, however, enly 39 elec- 
toral votes cast by the states of Virginia, Kentucky, and Tennessee. Soon after 
this he retired from active polities to private life at Cumberland Innworks, 
where he died Sept. 10, 1869. 
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Baojaailn, Jodkh P. 

Born in Santo Domingo, in 1812. Tbe funily wttl«d in Savannali, G«^ In 
181S. He waB educated at Tale. In 1831 he removed to New Orleane, being 
admitted to the bar in 1S34. He declioed the >ppointmeiit aa attoraej-general oi 
th« United St&tei in lft49, bat was elected United States senator in 1SS2 and 1861. 
In 1S61, he was appointed attorney general of the proviaional ffOTemment of the 
tODthern oonfedera<?7, and was secretary of state from Feb., 1M2, to th« eloae of 
the Civil War in the cabinet of Jeflerson Davii. He later went to Enriand, waa 
admitted to the bar, and became a Q. C. Be died in En^ad Hay S, ISM. 
BwitOB, Tbomaa H., Statesman. 

Bom near Hillsboro, N. C, Har. 14, 17B2. He eettled in Tenneasee where he 
atDdied and practised law and waa later elected to the state legislature. He 
raised a regiment of volunteeri in 1812, and served on Gen. Jackson's staff. 
After the war he ran a newspaper in St. Louis, becoming involved in several 
dneb. On the admission of the state of Missouri to the anion in 1820, he was 
chosen United States senator, a post where for 30 years he performed continaoua 
service, always taking a leading part in public aftaiia. He was a determined 
opponent of Calhoan 's nullification scheme, and afterwards supported Oen. Jack- 
son in his war on the United States bank. In this connection he earned the 
sobriquet of Old Bullion, because of his persistent opposition to the system of 
paper currency of the country. He died in Washington, D. C, Apr. 10, 18S8. 

SlnwT, David B. 

Bom in Huntsville, Ala., Hay 29, 1B2S. In 1S48 he removed to Philadelphia, 
where be began the practice of law. On the outbreak of the war he entered tbe 
Union Army as Lieutenant-Colonel of a Philadelphia regimeut, which he himself

listed under him as colonel. He was assigned to the army of the Potomac, being

general Hay 23, 1B63, leading a division at Oettj^sbnrg, and commanding Oen. 
Sickles' corps sfter he was wounded. He was later in command of the 10th Army 
Corps, Army of the James, July 23, 1864. Be died Oct. 18, 1864. 
Bimay, James O., Statesman and Publicist. 

Bora in Danville, Ky., Feb. 4, 1792. He was a southern planter, though he 
emancipated his slaves and became a prominent anti-slavery leader and editor of 
Tha Fluianthropitt, an anti-slavery journal. He was the candidate of the Liberal 

Serty for the presidency of the United States in 1840, and again in 1844. He 
ied at Perth Amboy, N. J., Nov. 2S, 1857. 

Black, JeranUb 8. 

Born in the "Oladee," Somerset Coouty, Pa., Jan. 10, 1810. He was admitted 
to tbe bar in 1831, elected Supreme Court Judge, serving nutU 1854, Attorney- 
General of the United States under Buchanan, a strong advocate of ^vemmentat 
rights to suppress insurrection, and Secretary of State in 1860, taking the place 
of Gen. Cses who resigned the portfolio. He died Aug. 19, 1883. 
BlackbniD, Joaeph O. 

Born in Woodford county, Ky., Oct. 1, 1838. He graduated from Centra Col- 
lege, in 1SS7, was admitted to the bar in 1858, and practised law until 1861. He 
entered the Confederate Army in 1861, serving through the war. In 186S he 
resumed the practice of his profession, and was elected to the legislature in 1S71 
and 1873. Be waa elected to the 44th, 45th, 46th, 47th and 48th congreaaes, 
and was United States senator in 16S4. 

BUlne, Juat» G. 

Bora in Washington county. Pa., Jan. 31, 1830. He graduated from Washing- 
ton College, Pa. He removed to Maine and was a member of tho Maine legis- 
lature in ISSS-SO-Sl and 62, serving the last two years as speaker. He was a 
member of seven congresses and speaker of three, Secretary of State in President 
Garfield's cabinet (resigning after President Arthur's accession) and author of 
Twenty Teart in Coitgreti, He waa the Republican candidate for president of 
tbe United SUtes in 1884. He died at Washington, D. C, June 27, 1893. 
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Blair, UDntgontaiy, Lawyer and StateBman. 

Bom in rraoklin County, Ky., Uar. 10, 1S13. He graduated from tbe United 
Btates Military Academy in I83S, but he resigned from the army In 1836. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1839, and began the practice of law in St. Louib, act- 
ing as couuBel for tha plaintiff in the widely known Dred Scott ease. He was 
poBtniBBter-general in 1861-64. He was a Btannch Bupporter of Tildeu in the pres- 
idential campaign of 1876-77. He died in Silver Springi, Hd., July 27, 1883. 

Boone^ DaoKl. 

Bom in BerkB County, Pa., 1731. The family soon migratsd to North Caro- 
lina, and the son became a noted hnnter and explorer. Re penetrated the then 
unknown valley of the MiBBiasippi, and made a settlement on the Kaintuck-ee 
river in 177S. He was captured by the Indians and adopted in 1778. He escaped 
and helped make Kentucky an independent state. Losing his title to the land 
he subdued, he started on an exploration of the far west. He died Sept. 26, 1S20. 

Bradford, WlUiam, American Colonial Governor and Author. 

Bom in Ansterfield, Yorkshire, England, in Mar., 1588. He was one of the 
signers of the celebrated "Mayflower'' compact, was on board ship in Province- 
town Harbor, and in 1621, on the death of the first governor of the colony, John 
Carver, was elected to that office. He continued to fill the office of governor, 
with the exception of a brief period when he declined re-election, until his death. 
He was remarkably efficient in dealing with tha Indians. He died in Plymouth, 
Maai., May 9, 1667. 

BTecddmldga, Jolm O. 

Born near Lexington, Ey., Jan. 21, 1821. He practised law in Lexington until 
1847, when he was elected major of a volunteer regiment for the Mexican War, 
He was congressman in 1SM-5S, and in I8G6 he was elected vice-president of the 
United States on the ticket with James Buchanan. In 1860 he was the pro- 
slavery candidate for the presidency, being defeated by Abraham Lincoln. In 
1S61 he left the United States senate to enter the Confederate Army, and tn 1S62 
he was appointed a major-general, holding some very important commands during 
the war. Later he was appointed Secretary of War in President Jefferson Davis' 
cabinet, escaping to Europe at the close of the struggle. Betuming in 1868, he 
made his home at Lexington, Ky., where he died May 17, 1875. 

Brown, Joseidt E. 

Born in Pickens County, S. C, Apr. IS, 1821. He was educated in Calhoun 
Academy, and was graduated at Yale Law School in 1846. He was state senator 
of Georgia in 1849, oue of the electors of Franklin Pierce in 1852, and Judge of 
the Superior Court, Blue Bid^ Circuit, in 1855. He was elected governor of the 
atste of Oeorpa in 1857, being re-elected in the four succeeding elections. In 
1868 he became state Chief -Justice of the supreme court. He was appointed 
United States senator by the governor of the state to fill a vacancy, in May, 1830, 
and was elected for the following nnezpiied term in November. He died Nov. 
30, 1894. 

Bryant, \TOUam Onllen. 

Bom in Massachusetts Nov. 3, 1794. His first poem The SmAargo, waa pub- 
lished in 1809, Ovr Fellow WoriMppert in 181S. He entered Williams College in 
1810, Yale University in 1812, and was admitted to the bar in 181S. He published 
Thanatopgii in the North American Ueniew, in Sept., 1818, and read a poem before 
the Phi-Beta- Rap pa Society of Harvard College in 1821. Abandoning law in 
1825, he turned to jonmalism, and from 1826 until his death he waa * jonmallst. 
He visited Europe in 1834, 1846-62, and again in 1857. He died is New York, 
June 12, 187S. 

BiteU, Don Oarioa. 

Born near Marietta, Ohio, Har. 23, ISIS. He wu gradnated at the United 
States Military Academy in 1841, served in the United States Infantry until 1848, 
and became assistant Adjutant -General, U. S, A., with rank of colonel, July 17, 
1862. On Mar. 21, 1862, he was made Major- General, United States Volunteers. 
Be served in Florida, Texas, and Mexico, and waa wounded several t' 
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wkB pl»e«d in commmnd of th« departmeot of Ohio, in 18411, of the mrmj of the 
Ohio in 1862. He participKted in th« battle of BUloh, th« Biege of Corinth, and 
in the operations in Northern Alabama. He and hit (orees drove Gen. Bragg 
from Kentnck^ Mil in the retreat to Loniirille. He reoigned hii comiuaaion 
June 1, 1804. He died Nov. 19, 1898. 



Bora in Dakota Territo^ in IS37. He became & enb-ehief at u earlj age for 
having killed a foe, and a full chief at the age of IS ^ean. He made mtaj hos- 
tile expeditions againrt the whites and friendly Indians previous to 1808. Ha 
directed the Coster massacre Ma^ 26, 1ST6, escaping into Canada, After many 
ueKOtiations he eroaeed the line and mrTeDdered himself to the United Btatee 
mUitaiy authorities on Jolj 20, 1S81. 

Bun, AaraL 

Born in Newark, N. J., Feb. 6, 1758. He graduated from Princeton in 1TT2, 
was eommiaaioned Lieutenant-Colonel in 1777 (serving two years, and resigning 
on aeeouDt of ill health), was appointed attorney-general of New York in 1789, 
and was elected United States senator in 1791. In 1800 he was a candidate for 
the presidenej of the United States, but Congresa decided the tie vote in favor 
of Jefferson, giving Burr the vice-presidenej. He fatally shot Alexander Hamil- 
ton in a duel in 1S04. He died Sept. 14, 1S36. 



Bom in DeerOeld, N. H., Nov. S, 1818. 
1838. He began practising law at Lowell, Mass. an ntu a sngBuinc-uBUDiu u 
the UdIoq Army, serving to the close of the war and gaining the rank of Major 
General, and he was in charge of New Orleans after its surrender. He was 
elected to the 40th, 41st, 42nd, 43rd and 4Sth congresses, and was one of the 
managers of the impeachment trial of Fresidsnt Andrew Johnson. He was 
elected governor of Massachusetts by the Democratic and Graenbaek parties in 
1882, and was the Greenback candidate for the prerideney of the United Statea 
in 1SS4. He died Jan. 11, 1S9S. 

rfciinin.1 Jolin O. 

Born in Abbeville District, 6. C, Mar. IB, 1782. He gradnated from Tale 
University in 1804. Be took a seat in Congress in 1811, where he served six 
years. He was Secretary of War for President Monroe in 1817, was elected Vice- 
President of the United States in 1825, and was elected with President Jackaon 
in 1828. He was Secretary of State for President Tyler in 1843, and was re- 
elected United Statea senator in 1845, serving until his death on Mar. 31, 1850, 



Bom in Lancaster County, Pa., Mar. 8, 1790. He became a newspaper editor 
in Doylestown in 1820, removing to Harrisburg in 1822, where he took charge of 
the leading Democratic paper of the state. He was elected United States sen- 
ator in 1845. He favored both the Mexican War and the extension of the Mis- 
souri Compromise Line to the Pacifle. He was re-elected United States senator 
in 1857. Immediately after his inauguration President Lincoln appointed him 
Secretary of War. This office he held until Jan. 11, 1862, when he was appointed 
minister to Russia. He was re-elected United States senator in 1866 and in 1873, 
resigning in 1877. He was sneeeeded by his son. He died June 26, 1880. 

Oanby, Edmid B. a 

Bom in Eentnekr In 1819. He was graduated at the United States Military 
Academy in 1839. For his services in the Mexican War he received the brevets 
of Major and Lieu tenant -Colon el, and was promoted to fnll rank and grade of 
Captain in 1851. As Colonel of the IBth United StstM Infantry in May, ISOl, 
he was iu command of the Union troops in New Mexico. He was made Brigadier- 
General of the volunteers in 1862. He was in command of United States troops 
in the city and harbor of New fork during the Draft Biots in 1863, was Major- 
General «f the volunteers in 1S64, and received the. surrender of Gea. Trior's 
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armv after the fall of Bichmond. Fall rank of Brigadier-Oenenl U. 8. A. was 
conferred npoo liitn Jnlj 28, 1866, and «fter the war he was placed in command 
of the department of the Columbia. He was murdered bj the Modoc Indiana At 
the Lava-Beds in Northern California on Apr. 11, 1673. 

Oaril^ Jobn O. 

Born in Kenton Countj, Ey., Sept. 5, 18SS. He atodied law and was admitted 
to the bar in 1S58. He served in the lower hooBe of the state lef^Blature, actively 
opposed the Civil War, was a member of the state senate 1S66-69, lieutenant- 
gOTemoi of Kentaekj 1871-75, and was elected to Congress in 1876, serving Ave 
terms. He became Democratic leader, being speaker of the 48th and 4&th con- 
gresses, and in 1890 was elected United States senator, reeigning in Uarch, 18S3, 
to accept the portfolio of Secretary of the Treasury. Betiring from politics he 
settled in New Toik City to practice Uw, where he died Jnly 31, 1910. 

Oaas, Levla. 

Bora in El 
studied law, and was a 
as Colonel of the 3rd Ohio volunteers, and during the invasion of Canada he 
crossed the line and won the battle of Toronto. He was made prisoner of war 
on the surrender of Detroit, Uich. Between 1813-31 he became Brigadier-Gen- 
er«I, Ohio volunteers, and Brigadier-Oeneral, U. S. A., military governor of Ifich- 
i(^. He was Secretary of War under President Jackson, and was appointed 
minister to France in 1836, resigning in 1842. He was elected United States 
senator in 184S, wae nominated for president in 1S46, and served as Secretary of 
State 1S57-Q0. He died June 16, 1866. 

Obandlei, WllUam E. 

Born in Concord, N. H., Dee. 28, 183B. He was graduated at the Harvard Law 
School in 1855. He was a. member of the legislature in 1862, 1863 and 1864, being 
speaker the last two years. He was solicitor and Judge Advocate General in the 
navy department in 1865, in the same year he was made first assistant Secretary 
of the Treasuiy-, U. S. A. He was delegate- at-large to the National Bepnblican 
Conventions of 1868 and 1872, and one of the connsels for Hayes before the 
Florida Canvassing Board in 1876. He was appointed Secretary of the Navy in 
Apr., 1882, serving in that capacity until Mar., 1865. He was elected United 
States senator in 1887. 



Born in Cornish, N. H., Jan. IS, 180S. He was graduated at Dartmouth Col- 
lege in 1826. He was admitted to the bar in 1829 and was elect«d to the United 
States senate from the state of Ohio in 1S4S. He was twice governor of the 
state, and was again elected United States senator in 1860. President Lincoln 
appointed him Secretary of the Treasury Mar. 6, 1861, and Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court in 1864. He died May 7, 1873. 

Oaadi, Banjamln. 

Born in Plymonth, Mass., in 1639. When the Indian, King Philip, started on 
the war-path, Captain Church took the lead of the whites. In the spring of 1676 
he broke the power of the New England tribes, continuing hostilities against the 
Indians until 1704. He died January 17, 1718. 

our. Hsarr. 

Born in Hanover County, Va., Apr. 12, 1777. He was admitted to the bar in 
1707 at Lexington, Ey. He became a member of the state legislature in 1803, 
and in 1806 was appointed United States senator for the unexpired term. He 
was speaker of the legislature in 1807, United States senator in 1809, representa- 
tive in Congress in 1811, and speaker of the House of Baprejentativea six terms. 
He was a commissioner to negotiate peace with Great Britain in 1814, re-elected 
to Congress and one of the most active Protectionist members of that body. He 
became speaker in 1823, Secretary of State in 182S, and he was elected United 
States senator in 1831, beginning his tariff labors. He was nominated for presi- 
dent in 1831 and 1834. He resigned from the senat« in 1848, but he was re- 
elected in 1849. He died June 29, 1862. 
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OUntoo, Da Wftt. 

Born in Little BriUin, Pft., Mar. 9, 1709. Ha wu graduated at Columbia College 
in 1TS6, was appoiuted TJnit«d StatM Hoator in IBOI, elected major of New York 
City aoDuallj from 1803 t« ISIS (except is 1S07 and 181D), waa uniuceewfnl 
e«Ddidate for tbe presideaey in 1812, and wai chiefly responsible for procnring 
the law for conatrueting the Erie CanaL He waa e1eet«d governor of New Tork 
in 1SI7, 1820 and 1820. He died Febraarj 11, 188S. 

Oolfaz, BdiiiTUr. 

Born in New Tork City, Mar. 23, 1S23. Beeeived only * common sthool edu- 
cation, removing to lllinais in 1836. He waa a delegate to and leeretary of tbe 
National Wbig Convention in 184S and 1B5S. He wu elected a member of Con- 
greM from 1H54 to 1^68 when he waa elected vice-president of tbe United Btates 
on the Bspub lie an party ticket with Oen. C. B. Orant. He waa speaker of the 
National HouBe of Bepresentatives during three congreaaes. He died Jan. 13, ISSS. 



Born in Albany, N. T., Oct. 30, 1829. He waa educated for tbe law, removing 
to Utica in 1848. He was dietrirt attorney for Oneida County in 18S0, mayor of 
Utiea in 1858, elected to tbe 36th, 37th, 39th and 40th coDgressea, and to the 
United Bt&tes Benate in 1866, 1S73 and 1879. He reaigned with hie colleague 
Thomas Piatt in 1880, charging President James A. Qarfleld with bad faith in tbe 
matter of the appointment of the New York colleetorship. Establishing himself 
in law in the city of New Tork, he quickly gained a large praetiee, from then on 
rigidly avoiding politics. He died April 17, 1888. 

CkwiMC, P«tar. 

Bom in New Tork City, Feb. IE, 1791. He bnilt the flnt locomotive en^oe 
couBtnirted in the Uoiteil States from the original design, vraa tbe first to use 
anthracite coal in puddling iron, and built and endowed, at a cost of over t8OD,00O, 
Cooper Institute in New York. In 1880 be was the Greenback candidate for 

president. He died April 4, 18S3. 

Oorcoran, W. W., Distinguished Fhilantbropist and Art Patron. 

Bora in Georgetown, D. C, Dec. 27, 1798. He founded the Washington Orphan 
Asylnm, erected and endowed the Corcoran Art Gallery and tbe Louise Home for 
Women, endowed Columbia College with a princely estnte, and gave largely and 
ffloat liberally to the College of William and Mary in Virginia. He also made 
liberal bequeaths to the Virginia Military Institute, the University of Washing' 
too and Lee, tbe University of Virginia, and many other institutions. He died 
Feb. 24, 1888. 

OoK, Samuel 8. 

Born at Zanesville, Ohio, Bept. 30, 1824. He was graduated at Brown Uni- 
versity in 1846. He was secretary of legation to Peru in 18SS, delegate to the 
Democratic national conventions of 1864 and 1868, a member of the 35th, 36th, 
37th and 38th congresses from Ohio, end of the 41st, 42Dd, 43rd, 44th, 45th, 46tb, 
47th and 48th congresHes from the state of New York, where he moved in 1865. 
He waa elected to the 4Qth congress but resigned in 1885 to accept tbe ^point- 
meot as minister to Turkey. Giving up this appointment he was elected to the 
50th congress in 1S87. He died Sept. 10, 1889. 

arlttendan, Jokn J. 

Bom in Woodford County, Kj., in 178S, He served in the War of 1812, pr»e- 
tised law in Frankfort, Ky., waa United States senator in 1S17 and attorney- 
general of the United States in 1841. He was again elected to tbe United States 
Senate in 1842, became governor of Kentucky in 1848, United States attomey- 
general in 1S50, and waa re-elected to the United Statra Senate in 1S55. As the 
author of the Crittenden Compromise, he proposed to adjust the threatened seces- 
sion difficulties, but this compromise was rejected by Congress. He died Jaly 86, 
1863. 
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(UttsniUB, Tbomaa Ik, Son of Jolm J. Crittendeii. 

Born in Russellville, Ej., in 1S19. He aerved with honor in the Uesieui War 
and Botered the Union Armj early in the Civil War. He coramAnded a divuion 
at the battle of Shitoh in April, 1S62, and vae rood afterwards promoted to 
Uajor-Oeneral of the TOlnnteerB. At the battle of Stone Biver in Jan., 1863, be 
commanded a corps. Ha was made Brevet Brigadier'Oenera], U. S. A., Har. 2, 
1867. He retired aa colonel Uaj 19, 1S81. He died Oct. 23, 1893. 
Oiook, George H. 

Born in Dayton, Ohio, Sept. 8, 1828. He was graduated at the United States 
Military Academy in 1852, aerred in the Civil War, became Major-Qeneral of the 
volonteerfl, and in 1865 was appointed to command a cavalry division. Army of 
the Potomac. He was in command of the District of Idaho 1S66-72, Brigadier- 
General U. 8. A., Oct. 29, 1873, in command of the department of AriEona in 
1S78, and of the Platte in 18ST. He waa a most aucceeaful Indian fighter. He 
died Mar. 1, 1S90. 

DablXren, John A. 

Born in Philadelphia, Pa., in 1810. He was appointed midshipman in the 
United States Navy Feb. 1, 1826. He was on coast survey duty from 1830 to 
1S42, and on ordnance duty from 1847 to 1SS7, during which time he perfected 
the invention of the Dahlgren gan. He was also on ordnance duty at tike Wash- 
ington, D. C, navy yard from 1860 to ISSl. Jn 1862 he waa appointed eom- 
mandant of the yard, being commissioned captain In July of that year. He waa 
appointed Chief of the Ordnance Bureau and Bear-Admiral Feb. 7, 1863. He was 
placed in command of the naval force to co-operate with Oen. Oilmore in Charles- 
ton Harbor, 8. C, during July, August and September, 1863. He led the expedi- 
tion up the St. John 'a Biver in Florida in Feb., 1864, and co-operated with Oen. 
Sherman at the capture of Savannah, Oa., Dee. 23, 1864. He entered Charlestoii 
in Feb., 1S6S.

He was educated at Eenyon College, 
Ohio. He settled at Bloomington, HI., and was admitted to the bar in 1836. He 
was elected judge of the 8th Judicial Circuit Court of Illinois in 1848, 1B5S and 
1861, and he became associate justice of the United States supreme court in 1862. 
He was elected United States senator in 1877. He was nominated by the Labor 
Befonn party for president of the United States in 1872. As senator he asserted 
political independence. He aerved aa president of the United States Senate in 
1881. He died June 2», 1886. 



Davlo, J 

Born in Kentucky Jan. 3, 1808. He graduated from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy in 1828. He was colonel in the Mexican War, United States sen- 
ator from Mississippi in IS47, and Secretary of War under President Pierce. 
He withdrew from the United States Senate on Mr. Lincoln's election. He was 
chosen provisional president of the Confederate States Feb. 4, 1861, and was 
elected preaident in 1862. He was captured at Irwiusville, Qa., May 10, 1865, 
being released on bail in 1867. His name was included in the general amnesty 
, Dec. 25, 1868. He died Dee. 6, 1889. 

DongbuM^ Fradeilck. 

Born in slavery about 1817. Ha was self-educated. Bunning away from his 
master he settled in New Bedford, Kass. The Massachusetts Anti-Slavery So- 
ciety engaged him to lecture in 1841. He made a lecturing tour to Great Britain 
and was secretary of the Santo Domingo commission in 1S71. He was presiden- 
tial elector for New York in 1872 and appointed United States marshal for the 
District of Columbia by President Hayes. He died Feb. 20, 1395. 

Douglas, Steplioi A. 

Bom in Brandon, Vt., Apr. 23, 1813. Be studied law in Ganandaigua, N. T. 
In 1831 he went west, settling at Jackaonville, IlL, and in 1834 ha waa admittad

to Uw bur. Ha Mired •• attomej-general of lUinois, u SMretuj of 8tat« in 
IMO, tad ■■ jnds« of th« inpreme eoart in 1841. He wai ^ected to CongroM ia 
1843^ 1644 ud lS*6. Be wm United Sutea aanstor in 1847, cuvUBing th« state 
of niinou in oppoaition to Abraham Lincoln for tbo United Statea MuatonUp 
in 1868. He wea re-elected, althongli Lincoln '■ popolar vote exceeded kia. He 
wna the conierTatiTa Denioeratic candidate for president in 1860, but later, after 
Lincoln's inaognration, h« became a staiueh aapporter of the eaose of the Union. 
He died June 3, 1861. 

Draytoo, T. F. 

He was a wealthr landowner, kia stately mansion standing near the beach and 
about a mile from Fort Walker, which is on the Hilton Bead aide of Port Bo^ 
entrance. Fort Walker was bailt to oppose the Federal naval expedition dnnng 
Nov., 1641, and Drayton, aa Bri|^dier-Qeneral, was in command of the fort wiM 
a force of abont six hundred men. After a short bombardment on Nov. 7, IMl, 
he was forced to evacuate. The fort waa oecDpied bj Oen. Wright'a brigade on 
the following day. 

Bartr, Jnbftl A. 

Bom in the aUt« of Virginia Nov. 8, 1810. He waa graduated at the United 
States Hilitary Academy in 1837. He was a major in the Meiiean War, joined 
the Confederate Army at the outbreak of the Civil War, and was a major-general 
in the battle of Oet^sbnrg, Pa., July 1 to July 3, 1S63. He invaded Huyland 
at the bead of an army in July, 1864. He waa loon afterward defeated near 
Winchester and at Fisher's Hill by Gen. PhU Sheridan. On Oct. 19, 1864, be 
attacked the Federal forces at Cedar Creek, Vs., during the Bbienee of Oen. 
Sheridan, who, however, arrived in time to rally his army and gain a deeisivB 
victory. After the war he retnmed to bia pnrfeMloa, practieing law at Biebmond, 
Va. He died Har. 8, 1894. 



Bom in the state of Vermont June 27, 1823. He v 
Univerd^in 1848, and at the Harvard Law School i 
ToA Ci^ In 18S1, when be became aaaociated with Judge Kent in his law prae- 
tiee. He was chairman of the United States Civil Service Commisgion in 1873 
and 1879, and a member of the Civil Service Commissioo suthoriied by the act 
of January, 1863. He resigned July 27, 1685. He was a great and volnminoni 
writer on political reforms, ele. He died Dee. 24, 1899. 



«B F. 

Born in Bichmond, Vt., Feb. 1, 1828. He received only a public school educa- 
tion. Be was admitted to the bar, became a member of the etate legislature in 
1854, 1855, 18S7, 1856 and 1859, serving three yeara aa speaker, and was state 
senator and president [Hn tem. in 1801-62. He waa appointed United States sen- 
ator by the governor of Vermont, Apr. 5, 1866, and waa elected for the terms 
ending 1809, 187S, 1881 and 1887. He waa a member of the Electoral Commis- 
sion and succeeded Judge Tmmbnll as chairman of the Jodiciary Committee. 

Edison, Thomaa Alva, The Wizard of Electricity. 

Born in Uilan, Ohio, Feb. 11, 1647. In early life be waa a newsboy. He 
began hia electrical experiments in Cincinnati in 1667. His first invention was 
a method of sending two meessgea at one time over the same or single wire. He 
invented the phonograph and bronght to perfection a eyetem of electric lighting 
by incandeacenee. Today hi> patents and inventions on electrical ^paratua 
number into 'the handreda. 

IMcuon, JohiL 

Born in Sweden July 31, 1803. He built the locomotive IfovtUy to compete 
against the Socket in England in 1823. He came to the United States in 1839 and 
began building war veesela. He deeigned and built the famous Jfoaitor, which 
rendered such timely eerviee in Mar., 1862. He completed the torpedo boat, The 
Detlroyer, in 1884, utilising the heat of the sun and atmoi^hera as notivo power. 



Born in MechaaieBTillo, N. T., Apr. E3, 1B37. Fftilisg'to obtain an appoint- 
nUDt to the United Btatei Milituy Aeadem/ at Qi» outbreak of the Civil War, 
be went to Chicago, 111., and orgnnUed n corps npon tbe plan of the Freneb 
sonnvei. He then removed to New York and organiEed tbe famoDB Zouava tegi- 
ment, recruited principal]]' from the fire department. He then hastened to Wain- 
in^on, D. C, wbere Ua regiment' was ordered to Alexandria, Va^Uaj 23, 1S61. 
Here a Confederate flag was flTing from tbe Marshall Hoaee. He went to tbe 
roof and banled it down bnt was shot while descending hj tbe proprietor, who 
in torn was shot bv Private BrownelL Botb Ellsworth and tb« proprietor were 
inatantlr killed. 

Bmanoo, Batpli Waldo. 

Bom in Boston, ICass., Har. 29, 1603. He was graduated at Harvard In 
18£1. He was ordained minister of tbe Second TTnitarian Church in Boston. Set- 
tling in Concord, Mass., he devoted himself to study. He became eminent as an 
essajritt, poet and philosopher, receiving the degree of ItLJ). from Harvard in 
1666. He died Apr. 27, 1SS2. 

Endlcett, WDUam O. 

Bom in Salem, Haas., Nov. 10, IS26. He was graduated at Harvard in 1847. 
In 18B0 he was -admitted to tbe oar. He was appointed judge of the supreme 
court in 1873, resigning in 1882 on account of poor health, fie joined the Demo- 
cratic partj in 1860, and in Kar., 188S, he was appointed Secretary of War. He 
was a member of the Historical Society and a member of tbe Board of Overseers 
of Harvard. He was never an active politician. He died May 6, ISOO, 

Bnratl^ Alwrandsc BUI, Author and Diplomatist. 

Bom in Boston, Mass., Mar. 19, 1792. He gndnated from Harvard in 180A, 
taught school in Fbillips Exeter Academy, and studied law in the office of John 
Qnincy Adams, who was later president of the United States. In 1809 Adams 
was appointed minister to Bnssia, aud Everett accompanied him as bis private 
secretary, remaining attached to tbe American Legation in Bnssia until 1811. 
His diplomatic career continued with promotions to the position of legatio 



afterwards to cbargfi d'aftairs at Tbe Hatfue. He waa minister to Spain under 
tbe preddeocy of John Quincy Adams. He was editor of tbe North Ameriotm 
Kniew from IS29 ttf 1835. In 1822, after the fall of Napoleon, be pnblidied in 
London and in Boston a Qeneral Survey of Europe. In 1S25 he published a sim- 
ilar description of tbe nations of North and Sooth America. He died at Bong 
Kong, China, May 29, 1847, where be bad bees sent as eommissiener of the 
United SUtes.

Bora in Dorchester, Mass., April 11, 1704. He was graduated at Harvard In 
1811. In 1813 he entered the Unitarian ministnr in Boston, and in 1814 he was 
appointed to the Eliot Chair of Greek literature jnst created at Harvard. He was 
elected to Congress in 1824, holding his seat for ten years. He was elected gov- 
ernor of Hassachusetts in 1834, being re-elected three times. He was appointed 
minister to Great Britain in 1840, commissioner to China in 1845, Secretary of 
State of tbe United States (soeeeeding Daniel Webster) in 1852, United States 
senator in 1853, and candidate for Vice-President of tbe United States la 1860. 
He died Jan. 15, 1865.

He served od the ' ' Essex ' ' during her emise 
in tlie Atlantic and Paeiflc nntil her c^tnre bj the ' ' Phoebe ' ' in Valparaiso Ba; on 
Uar. 28, 1814. He afterwarda terred on the ' ' Wasbington ' ' in the MediterraDean. 
He wai promoted to the rank of lientenant in 1880 while wrving in the Norfolk 
NavT Yard, where* he renuuned nntil 1838. After thii he served on a eomDUBsion 
OD tbe coast of Braii], later returning to the Norfolk Navy Yard. On Sept. 14, 
1S55, he waa promoted to a e^tainev, beiag then in charge of the navj jard at 
Uare Island, Cat. He was recalled from here in 1858 and appointed to the yard 
at Brooklyn, a command wbteh he held for aboot two years, when tbe Civil War 
broke ont he was awaiting order* at Norfolk. He made hia paaiage of tbe 
Mississippi on Apr. 84tb and eaneed tbe surrender of New Orleane on tbe 2Sth. 
He served throughont the war co-op«rating with Oen. Grant at Vickaburg and 
Habile. In 1864 be waa niade Viee-Admiral, a rank previoaslj nnknown in tbe 
United Statee aerviee, and in July, 186fl, he was promoted to the rank of Admirml. 
In 18fl7, with bla flag llTing from tba "Franklin,*' be visited Europe, returning to 
the United Statea in 1868, when be retired to private life. Ha died about two 
yean later, on Ang. 14, 1870, at the Portsmouth Navy Yard. 

TUU, OrroB W^ Tbe Fatber of tba first AtUntie Cable. 

Bom in Stockbridge, Masa., Nov. 80, 1819. He organlaed tbe first ocean tele- 
graph company Mar. 10, 1854. He crossed the ocean &rty times on cable bnsineas 
before 1866. He displayed great pluck in smte of failure, and was honored at 
borne and abroad on hia oltiraate Bnccesa. Be was an active promoter of the 
elevated railroad systems of New York City. He erected a monnment to Major 
Andr6 on hie New York property at Tarrytown, which waa destroyed by nnknown 
partiea in 1880. He died July 18, 1808. 

FlttA, JoluL 

Bora in Windsor, Conn., Jan. 81, 1743. Ha was one of the first Inventors in 
connection with steam navigation in the conntry. He built a steamboat for 
passenger aerviee which waa n&vigated on tbe Delaware Biver in 1700. He com- 
mitted suicide in 17B8. 

FolgR, OhailMi J. 

Bom on Nantucket Island Apr. 10, 1818. He was graduated at Hobart Col- 
lege, N. Y., in 1836. He waa admitted to the bar in 1839, became judge of On- 
tario Connty, N. Y., Conrt of Common Plena in 1844, and waa elected coonty 
judge of Ontario in 18S1. He waa a member of tbe New York State Smiate for 
eight years, preaident pro tem. four times of the United States 8nb-Trea«ury, New 
York, aud elected Chief Judge of the Conrt of Appeals in 18B0-. He waa ap- 
pointed Secretary of tbe United States Treasury in Oct., 1881. Be was defeated 
as the Bepublioan candidate for govemor of New York in 1888. Be died Sept 
4, 1884. 

Forrest, Nattian B. 

Bom in Bedford Connty, Tenn., Jnly 13, 1881, He entered the Civil War u 
a private, but was promoted to Colonel of a Tennesoee regiment of cavalry in 
Mar., 1862. He waa wounded at Bhiloh Apr. 8tb of that year. He waa in com- 
mand of Confederate cavalry at Chattanooga, and was advanced to the rank of 
Brigadier-Oeneral Jnly 21, 1862. In September be was in command at Murfrees- 
boro of a brigade. Oa Dec. 4 he eognged in ttie action at Parker's Cross Beads. 
He was in the battle of Chickamanga Sept. 19 and SO, 1863, and was made major- 
general in Dec., 1S63. He was in command of forces at the surrender of Port 
Pillow in Apr., 1864, was made lienteuant-ganeral in Feb., 1805, and snrrendered 
at Oainesvifte May 9, 1865. After tbo close of the war he became & railroad 
president He died Oct. 80, 1877. 

FreUaglinysMi, F. T. 

Bom in Millatone, N. J., Aug. 4, 181T. He was graduated at Butgers College 
in 1836, He waa a delegate to the peace cougrese in 1801, and was appointed 
attorney-general of. New Jersey in 1861 aud 186S. In the latter year na wu 
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elected Tliiited Btstes Mn&tor HrTing to Hu^ 1869, declining the uppointment 
as minister to Oreat Britain in 1870. He was Bgain elected United States sen- 
ator Id 1871, was a member of the Electoral CommlBaion uid Secretary of State 
onder President Chester A. Arthur. He died Ma; EO, 188G. 

Frtmont, Jo&n O. 

Bom in SoiTenDali, Oa., Jan. 21, 1B13. He projected a anrvey of the region 
between the Hissoiiri Bivei and the Pacific Ocean in 1812. Hie first expedition 
lasted four months and the second, full of hardships, from Ha/, 1843, to Jnly, 
ISM. He was elected goTemor of Northern California Jnlr 4, 1S46. In October, 
1848, he started on a fourth expedition, and in 1853 on a fifth. He wu the first 
ean^date of the Beoublican part; for president of the United Btatee in 18SB. 
He was majoT-general during part of the Civil War, and after ita close he became 
governor of Ariiona. Be died J0I7 10, 1890. 

Fnltaii, BOberfc 

Bom in Little Britain, Pa., in 1765. At the age of twenty-one he began study- 
ing with West, the painter, out gradually he dereloped a genius for mechanics 
and became a civil ennneer. In 1807 he made a voyage from New York to 



Oac*, nomai. 

Bom in England in 1780. He was lientenant-eolonel of the 44th Beginient ef 
Foot in 1750, was later made major-general, and became governor of Montreal in 
1781. In 17S3 he anceeeded Amherst in the command of the British forces in 
America, and in 1774 he was appointed governor of Massachusetts, in that ca- 
pacity being entrusted with canning into efi^ect the BoetoD Port Act. He sent a 
detaenment on the 18th of April, 1775, to destroy the cannon at Concord and, 
bein^ defeated, the Kevolution was inaugurated. On June 12, 1775, he proclaimed 
martial law, proscribing Samuel Adams and John Hancock, and offering pardon 
to all other rebels who shoold return to hie allegiance. But the result of these 
measures was at once to exasperate and encourage the Americana Although 
Gage gained the nominal victory of Bunker Hill June 17, 1775, he was unable to 



OflnlBoa, WllUam Uofd. 

Bom at NewbnrypoTt, Mass., Dee. 18, 1805. He was a leading American anti- 
alaveiy agitator and chief leader of the Abolitionist party. In 1838, returning 
from England, he organised the American Anti-Slavery Society. He again vis- 
ited England in 1647. B« died in New Tork Ci^ on Hay S4, ISfO. 

at,\m, Hocatto. 

Bom in Maiden, in Essex, England. He came to America in 178S, entered the 
army and rose to the rank of general. Be purchased an estate in Virrania where 
be resided until the Bevolutionary War in 177S, when 'be was namM adjutant- 
general by Congress. In 1776 he was appointed to command the army on Lake 
Champlain. In August of that year he was sent to of^ose Qen. Burgoyne, whom 
he totally defeated on Oct. 10, compeUing- the surrender of his whole army. 
Gates was later defeated at Camden, S. C, by Lord CiimwaUis on Aug. IS, 1780. 
Gen. Greene succeeded him in command. He then retired to bis Virginia home, 
removing to New Tork in 1800, where he was given the freedom of the eity. 
Here he made his home nntil hie death in 1806. 

Oeaxy, Jobn W. 

Bern near Mount Pleasant, Pa., Dec. 30, 1819. By profession he waa a eivll 
engineer- He went into the Mexican War as lieutenant-ealonel, 2nd Penneyl- 
vania volunteers, and commanded the regiment at Contreres and Garita de Belen. 
He was appointed first postmaster of San Francisco, Cal., in 1849, became mayor 
of the eity in ISSO, and territorial governor of Kansas in 1856. He entered the 
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Union Armj in JnDe, 1B61. Bo wu promotod to thi nnk of biigndi«r-gonenl in 
April, ise2, diBtinffaished himMlf «t the bftttle of OottTabnrr in 1803) nnd wu 
made niaJoT-g«nenu in Jnl, IMS. Be wm oloetod gorernor of ttio ctnto of Pcan- 
■rlTnnin in JSQ6 and ISaa. He di«d Feb. S, 18TS. 

OfMoa^ HatfeuHL 

Born in Warwick, B. I., in 1740. Bo wM emplored aa an aneharainith wken 
tbe Bevolntion broke out. B« hastoned to Boiton, Maai., after the Lexington 
engagement, and waa one of the moat niefnl offieen in the Continental Aimy to 
tb* doee of the War for ladependeaee, at which time CongreN beatowed npon 
him tbe rank of awJor-generaL Be died In June, 1786. 



Bom at Amherst, H. B., Feb. 3, 1811. Be ronoTed to Nov Yotk in 1831, 
when he worked as jonmeTman printer nntil aboat 1838. Jan. 1, 1633, vnder the 
firm name of Qreel^ and Story, be began pnbliihing the flrat pevnr paper in 
America. In 1838 and 183S he edited the 3effermmi&^ a Whig paper pnblbhed for 
eanpalgn pnipeeeab In 1840 he edited the Log Cdbi^ a d^ly paper devoted to 
the prseideiitial intereeta of Oen. W. B. Barriaon. In Apr., 1841, the New Tork 
TribiMte appeared with which Qreelej'i name waa erer after inieparablj ideati- 
Sed. It waa devoted to ecientiiUi and litarar7 prog^vB, to temperance refonn, and 
to the abolition of slaveTy. It waa one of the earlieet advocates of the protee- 
tioniat Bjatem, and during the Civil War one of the atanncheet and moat ardent 
anpportera of the Nation^ govemmenL In 1846 he was elected & repreaentative 
in Congreaa as a Whig. Be waa a member of the firat Bepnbltcan conTention in 
the atate of New Tork held at Baratoga Bprioga in 1854, and took a prominent 
part in the flrat eampaigna of tbe new pRrtT in the preeidentLal campaign of 
18S8, and at the Chicago campaign of 1800. Be waa also a conapienone force in 
the convention which nominated Abraham Lincoln for the preaidencj. Be waa a 
candidate for United States aeiiHtor from Now Tork in 1861. It waa Greelej who 
drew from Lincoln that most noteworthy letter, "declaring his anpreme pnrpoee 
to be to save the Union, either with or without alaverj," m Ang., 1868. In the 
Draft BioU in New Tork Citj in 1SS3, areelejp's TribuM oiBce waa attacked 
and narrowly eacaped deatruction. In 18S4 he became convinced that the Con- 
federacy waa tottering and that the eouth waa ready for peace, and prevaUsd 
open the Preatdent to aend him to Caneda to confer with confederate eommia- 
aionera, bat the negotiationa ended in failure, and thereafter to the end of tbe 
war Oreelay waa nnwaverin^ly in support of the government. Be favored rigid 

Einiahment of all the eonipirators responsible for the aBsasBination of Preeident 
incoln. He Advocated the impeachment of Johnson, and supported the candi- 
dacy of Grant for the preaidency in 1668. In 1S69 he vraa the Bepublican candi- 
date for state controller of New Tork, and in 1870 was the Bepabucan candidate 
for Congreaa, being defeated in each instance. Be aaaerted hia iudep*-''-'"' "'' 



aecond term. In J872 he was nominated by the Netioual Democratic party for 
the presidency, a nomination which he accepted, being the flrat presidential can- 
didate to go upon the stump in all parts of the Union, but in the following elec- 
tion he waa overwhelmingly defeated.

Bom at Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 19, 179S. In 1818 he Joined the amy. He 
served in tbe war with Great Britain, distinguishing himself in engagements at 
Lnndy's Lane, Niagara and Fort Erie, and on the condnsion of ue war he 
accompanied an expedition against Algiers, resigning his commission. He re- 
moved to Shanneetown, Bl., where he practised law and edited the /Oinoif Oatettf, 
soon after being appointed public prosecutor of the (Srcnit, and in 1824 legis- 
lature judge.

From 182« to 1M9 he wsa conBdential 
ag«nt of John Jacob Astor, who named bim one of the tmsteea of the Aator 
Libraiy, and left him an aimnit; of $200. Ho publiriied in the New York Ledger 
ia 1864 a poem of thno hnndred lines ontiUad Young Jmoneo. Ho died at Onil- 
ford, Nov. IS, 1667. 



Bom on the Island of Novie, Britieh Weit Indies, Jan. 11, 1797. Be e«ma to 
America in 1773 and waa active with pen and Bword daring the American Bevo- 
lotion. Be waa WasbiDeton's aide aod chief secretar; from 1777-1782. He waa 
admitted to the bar io New York in 1782, and became Secretary of the Treamiry, 
nndoT WashinKton, in 1789. Be died Jnly 4, JSD4, having been mortalljr woanded 
in a duel with Aaron Burr.

He resigned from 
the state senate in 1661 to enter the Confederate army where he served through 
the Civil War, being three times severely wounded. He waa promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Oeneral io 1864, and elected governor of South Carolina in 
1876 and 1S78, being promoted to the United States senate in 1876, and re-elected 
in 1884.

He waa governor of the state of Connecticut in 
1866, president of the National Republican Convention in 16Q8, president of the 
United Statos Centennial Commission from 1673 to the close of the exhibition, 
and elected a member of the 42nd, 43rd and 46tb congresses, and United States 
senator for the term ending Mar. 3, 1893. He waa editor of the Ctmraat, Hartford, 
Connecticut.

He was admitted to the bar in 1845, was presidential 
elector in 1S5S and I860, and advocated the Union caose in the state convention 
of 1861. He was senator in the Confederate Congrea* and imprisoned in Fort 
Latajrette in 186S. He wa* elected to the 44th and 46th congresses, and was 
United States senator in 1876. He died Aug. 16, 1SS2. 

HOI, John, The Father of Cheap Postage. 

Bom in Catskill, N. T., June 10, 1S21. He was a member of the New Jeraey 
state asBCmblj in IS61, 1S62 and 1866, serving the last year as Speaker. He was 
elected to the 40th, 42nd and 47th co^resses, and in 1874 was elected to the 
United States Senate for three years. He introduced into congress bills to abol- 
ish the franking privilege and to provide for a one-cent postal card, urging the 
reduction of ordinary postage to two cents. He died Jnly 24, 1884. 

Hoar, Ooarga F. 

Born in Concord, Mass., Aug. S9, 1S26. Ho was graduated at Harvard in 1846 
and afterwards at the Dana Law School. He was elected to the 41et, 42nd, 43rd 
and 44th congresses, and to the United States Senate in 1876 and 18S3. He was 
a delegate to the Bepnblican National Conventions in 1876, ISSO and 1884, pre- 
siding over the convention of 1880. He was a member of the electoral commis- 
sion, regent of the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D. C, and president of 
the American Antiquarian Society. He died Sept. 80, 1904.

After tlie war he waa eommiwioner of Freedman'i Bnreao, ni«eial 
commiHioner of Indian affain, and Bnperin ten dent of the United States Military 
Academy lSBl-82. In I8S7 he was made commander of the Division of the

Born in Livermore, Me., Feb. S4, IBIS. He received an academic edncation 
and was elected to the state legislature in 1845. He removed to Wisconsin dnr- 
ing this year, was elected Jadge of the Circuit and Superior CoDrts in 1S60, re- 
signing in I85S, and to the United Statea Senate in 18Sl-18fl7, and 1873 as a Unton 
Bepubliean. He waa succeeded by Matthew H. Carpenter, an eminent lawyer and 
Bepubliean.

Gradnated at Princeton College in 1781, 
admitted to the bar in 1785, elected to Conness in 1794, serving till ISOl, when 
he resnmed his practice lAen he was eallea to the ofBce of I^ited States dis- 
trict -attorn er. Caught the yellow fever during the epidemic of 1803 while visiting 
the aick. He was in service under Jackson in Louisiana in 1814, chief of a 
eommiHsion to codify the laws of the state, and author of the Penal Cede, 
adopted in 18E4, United SUtes senator in 1829, and minister to France in I83S. 
Died May 23, 1887. 

UvmgatMi, Bob«rt K. 

Bom in New York City in 1747. Graduated at King's College in 1761, stodied 
law under Chief Justice Smith and was admitted to the bar. Bocame secretary of 
state from organiiation of the Federal Govemment, remaining until 17S3, when 
he became chancellor of the state of New Tork and administered the oath to 
President Washington, and in 1601 be served as miniater to France. He died 
Feb. 26, 1813. 

XiOdfB, Henry Okbo^ 

Bom in Boston, Uass., May 18, tSEO. Gndoated from Harvard College in 
1871, studied law and was admitted to the Suffolk bar i& 1876. Among his lit- 
erature publications are the Li/s of Alexander Hamilton, Daniel Webiter, and 
Qtcrge Wo^tingto*, together with the Hittoriee of th« Bnglieh Cokmiw m ^ewr- 
ioa, HWtory of Batton, Speeeltei and Addretee, One Hundred Feart of Peace, 
etc., with many other works of ^eat worth and note. He was elected president 
of the Massachusetts Historical Society in 1915, was permanent chairman of the 
Bepublican National Convention in June, 1900, which met at Philadelphia, Pa., 
chairman of the committee of resolutions at the Chicago National Convention at 
Chicago in 1904, permanent chairman of the Bepoblican National Convention at 
Chicago in 190S, and chairman of the committee on resolutions of the National 
Bepublican Convention at Chicago, HI., in 1916. President Boosevelt appointed 
him a member of the commission on Alaskan boundary.

Logan, Jolin A. 

Bom in Jaekeon County, HI., Feb. 9, 1824. Served through the Heziean 
War, graduated at Louisville Law School, Ey., in 1851, member of the State 
Legislature for four years, prosecuting attorney 1853-57, presidential elector in 
1866, reBigDed from the 37th Congress to enter the ITnioD Army at the outbreak 
of the Civil War, attained the rank of major-general, declined the appointment 
as miniater to Uexico in 1865, elected United States senator from the state of 
Illinois in 1871, 1879 and in 18S6. He was the Republican candidate for Vice- 
President of the United States on the ticket with James Q. Blaine in 1884, being 
defeated in the election. He died Dec. a6, 1886. 

Longfdlow, Henry Wadnnrth, "The Foremost of American Poets." 

Bom at Portland, Me., Feb. 27, 1807. He died at Cambridgo, Mass., Mar. U,

Qradnated at the United SUtes Mil- 
itary Academy in 1846, served in the Mexican War, sent by the goTernment to 
study the Crimean War, major-general of Ohio Volunteers, Apr. 23, 1S61, major- 
general in the regular army the following month, general- in -chief of the armiea 
of the United States in November, 1861, superseded in Nov., 1862, Democratic 
candidate for President of the United States in 1804, engineer in chief. Depart- 
ment of Docks, in New York City in 1870, elected governor of New Jersey in 
1B77. Died Oct. 29, 1885.

Acted aa Confederate agent for the exchange of prlaonera nntil the cloae of 
the war, and after a protracted correspondence between representativet of the 
Union and Confederate forces on the snbject of priioners of war. a cartel for 
the exchange of prisoners was signed July 22, 18S2, hj General Jonn A. Dix on 
behalf of the Federal forces and Gen. D, H. Hill for the Confederates; City 
Point and Vicksbnrft were made the exchange paints, and the former became tha 
more prominent, Onld acting as the Confederate agent at that place, while the 
Federal side waa repreientea in tnm by CoL Lndraw, Ges.

Bom in Henrico Conntj, Ta., Jone SS, 18E6. Educated at the tTnited States 
UilitarT- Academy and ordered to service in Uexieo nnder Oen. Winfleld B. Scott, 
and after the war was on duty in the territories and on the Pacific Coast. Be- 
signed his commiBeion at the ontbreak of the Civil War in 1861, and volnnteered 
for the Confederate service and was commiBsioned colonel, being shortly after 
promoted to brigadier-general, thence advanced to major-general, after being 
wounded at Gaines Mill. He was engaged in nearly every battle fonght by the 
army of Northern Virginia to the end of the conflict, and retired to private life 
after Gen. Bobert E. Lee'i •nrrender with an nnqoettloned record as a- daiing 
and stubborn fighter.

Favorite daughter of Powhatan, who is said to have saved the life of Captain 
John Smith after hia condemnation to death, and her marriage to John Bolfe in 
Apr., 1613, an Englishman, is reputed to have insnred peace in Virginia, and 
made her powerfnl father a warm friend of the English. 

Fo^ Bdgax Allan. 

Bom in Boston, Uass., Jan. 19, 1609. Beeeived bis edneation in the ICanor 
House, School in Stone Newington, Eng., in 1610-80, "Tamerlane" appeared in 
1827. He enlisted in the United States army in 1627 asaigned to the 1st Artil- 
lery. He served at Fort Independence, in Boston Harbor, and at Fortress Mon- 
roe and Fort Monltrie, rising to the rank of sergeant major, resigning in 1829, En- 
tered the miliUry academy at West Point in 1830, settled in Baltimore, Md., in 
Oct., 1833.

TallaDiUgliain, O. JU. 

. Bom in New Usbon, Ohio, in 1822. Admitted to the ^ar in 1842, waa mem- 
ber of the state legislature 1845-46, elected to Congress in 1S57 and re-elected 
for two succeeding terms, opposed measures for carrying on the war with 
vehemence by the national government, he was defeated for Congress in 1863. 
He asaailed the govarnment with such bitterness that he was arrested by order 
of Gen. Bumside, tried and sentenced to close eonflnement during the war. 
President Lincoln commuted the sentence to baoishment beyond the lines of the 
Union. He went to Canada and afterwards returned to Ohio, but was not mo- 
lested. He died Jnne IT, 1871. 

TandwUlt OoratUxa. 

Bom on Staten Island May 27, 1794. Began life, it is said, by rowing a 
small passenger boat from the island to New York, later supplied the military 
posts about the city with provisions, built his first vessel in 1814, first steamer 



I, preBented the steamer "Vanderbilt" to the United States government 
in 1662, for which he received the thanks of Congress, began his railroad opera- 
tions in 1857, built and endowed with 9750,000 the Vanderbilt University, Tennes- 
see. He died Jan. 4, 1877. 

VanderUltv WilUam H. 

Bom at New Brunswick, N. J., Hay 8^ 1821. Edoeated at Colnmbia College 
Grammar School, New York. (At one time he was reputed to be the richest 
man in the world.) On the death of his father, Comelius Vanderbilt, on Jan. 4, 
1877, he came into possession of a fortune estimated at about 995,000,000, an 
amount greatly increased, and upon his death in his will bequeathed the enor- 
mous sum of over <2OO,0OO,000 in cash, securities and realty. Died Dec. 8, 1885. 



Bom in Butler County, Ohio, Sept. 26, 1827. Gradaated at Asbur^ University 
in 1849, admitted to the bar in 1851, appointed United States district attorney 
for Indiana in 1SS8, member of the 37th, 3Sth, 4lBt and 42iid congresses, seat 
successfully contested in the 39th Congress, appointed to succeed Oliver P. Mor< 
ton in the United States Senate in 1877, elected for the full terms Har., 1879, 
and in Jan., 1866. He was prominent in Congress as a Democratic leader. He 
died Apr. 10, 1897. 
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Waiter ICoiTlKHi B. 

Born in Lyme, Conn., Not. 29, 1816. Was the son of former eluef juBtiee of 
the state, gr«dusted from Yale College in 1837, moved to the state of Ohio tnd 
was admitted to the bar in 1S30, conasel for the United Statee before the Oeneva 
Tribunal in lSTl-72, president of the Ohio Constitutional ConTentlon in 18T3, 
appointed chief Jnatice of the United States Supreme Court, Jan. 21, 187i, sdc- 
ceediDg Salmon P. Chase. He died Uar. 23, 1S88. 

WalUe^ LewlBi 

Bom in Brooksville, Ind., Apr. 10, 1827. Abandoned the stnd^ of law to 
enter the Mexican War, adjutant-general of Indiana in 1S61, forced the Con- 
federates to evacuate Harpers Ferry, and led a division at the capture of Fort 
Donelson, for which he was promoted to a major-general, was a member of the 
conrt which tried the Lincoln conspirators, president at the trial of Captain 
Wire of Anderaonville, was governor of New Mexico, and later was appointed 
by the United States Oovemment as minister to Torkev after the war. He died 
Feb. IS, IMS. 

Wayue^ Antboaf. 

Bom in Eastown, Pa., Jan. 1, 1745. Studied and practiced sarveTing, member 
of the Pennsylvania Assembly in 1773, appointed colonel in the Gonunental Army 
in 1775, served in Canada in 177B, became a brigadier- gen oral, was at Brandy- 
wine, Germantown and Monmouth, and stormed the strong fortress at Stony 
Point in 1779, received the thanks of Congreee and a gold medal, served in 
Virginia and Georgia to close of the war, appointed to the command of troopt 
in the Ohio country in 1793, and gained his great victory over the Indians lA 
1794. He died in Dee., 1796. 

Webater, DanlaL 

Bom in Balisbary, N, H., Jan. 18, 1782. Gradnated at Bartmonth College and 
admitted to the bar in 1B05, elected to Congress from New Hampshire in 1813, 
re-elected in 1814. Bemoved to Boston, Mom., to practice law in 1816, redgned 
from Congress, elected to the United States Senate from Hasaaehusetts in X826, 
appointed secretary of state in the cabinet of President Harrison, retained by 
ftesideat Tyler, negotiated the Ashburton Treaty in 1842, re-elected by Massa- 
chusetts, United States senator in 184S, served as secretary of state for Pres- 
ident Fillmore. Be died at MarshOeld, Mass., on Oct. 24, 1852. 

WMd, Tbadmr. 

Bom in Cairo, N. T., Nov. 15, 1797. Was a cabin boy on a Hudson Biver 
boat, served in the War of 1812, served two terms in the New York state legis- 
lature, was editor of tiie Albany Evening Jtyumal 1830-1862, r^idered hiatorie 
aerviee to William Henry Harrison, Zachary Taylor, Winfield Scott, General 
Fremont and Abraham Lincoln, when candidates for the presidency of the 
United States. He was sent on a eonfldeutial mission to the European Courts in 
1861. He died Nov. 22, 1882. 

Wwt, BenJamm. 

Bom in Springfield, Pa., Oct. 10, 1738. Was a clever portrut painter, stndied 
in Italy and England, won the friendship of George III. and, with the aid of 
Beynolds, the two founded the Boyal Academy of Fine Arts. He died Mar. IL 
1820. 

WUpple^ Abraham. 

Bom in Providence, B. I., in 1T38. Had • MB-Caring life from boyhood, 
bnrned the British armed schooner "Oaspe" in Narragansett Bay June 17, 1T72, 
flred the ^rst gnn in the naval service of the Bevolution, driving the British 
frigate "Boee" from the blockade of Narragansett Bay 1775, commander in 
1770 and in active service until May, 1780. He died May 29, 181B. 

WliltiU7, WUliam a 

Bom in Comway, Mass., in 1839. Graduated at Willistan Seminary and Har- 
vard Law School, graduating in 1865, admitted to the bar in New York City, 
aided in the prosecution of the Tweed Kng, and was for seven years corporation

Born in New York City in 1801. Entered the navy aa midBhipman in 1818, 
commanded several exploring azpeditiona, the moit important oeing in the 
yean 1S38-42, of which he pvDliahed an aeconnt to Ave volumea, gained the gold 
medal of the Qeographical Society in London, captain in 1S55, and nearly in- 
volved the United States and Great Britain in war b^ taking the Confederate 
commissi on era, Meesrs. Haeon and Slidell, from the Brttieh eteamer "Trent" in 
Nov., 1881, was made a commodore in 1862 and rear-admiral in 1866. Soon after 
waa placed on the retired list. He waa the anthor of many scientiHe papers. H« 
died Feb. 8, 1877. 

Wllllaau^ JtOm niaip. 

Bom in Memphis, Tenn., July 80, 1854. Beceived a nnivaraity edneation, 
studied law and commenced its practice in Shelby County, Tenn. In 1878 he 
removed to Taxoo City, Jfies., was a delegate to the Chicago convention which 
Dominated Orover Cleveland and Stevenson, and served as temporary chairman 
of the Democratic National Convention in 1004, elected to Congress, was his 
party's candidate for the speakership of the House of Bepreeentativee in the 
58th, 50th and 60th congreBBes, elected to the United States Senate in 1008, was 
a delegate to the Baltimore Convention which nominated Wilson and Harshall 
for president and vice-president of the United States, and was re-dected to the 
Senate in 1917. 

WlUlama, Bogar, The Father of American Baptists. 

Born in Wales in 15S9. Driven to America in 1631, by reUgioos p«rseention, 
formed a congregation at Salem, Uass., in 1634, banished in 1035, founded the 
colony of Bhode Island. Died in April, 1683. 

Wlntbrop, JoHil 

Born in Boston, Mass., in 1715. Graduated at Harvard College in 173S, 
"Called at the time most learned man in America," took famooa oboervations 
of transits of Venna 1761-09, HoUis professor in Harvard, received the degre« 
of LL.D. from Edinburgh University. Died Hay 3, 17Tff. 

Dvcu lu -./uiuuiuiB uuuuvj, i> . X., ui 1794. Was a dlstinenished officer in tlia 
War of 1812-15, and rendered great service in the Mexican War, commanded the 
first division of the army that moved on Monterey, and brevetted major-general 
for gallantry during that engagement, also received a sword from the United 
States CoDgreBB. A handsome monument is erected to his memory in New York 
City. He died in May in 1849. 

EolUcoflsr, F. K. 

Bom in Murry County, Tenn., May 19, 1812. Beceived an academic edocatlon, 
became a newspaper editor, state printer in 183G, state comptroller in 1845, 1849, 
state senator in 1640, member of Congress in 1S53-50, one of the delegates to the 
Peace GongreBB in Feb., 1861, entered the Confederate army and as a briDiadier. 
general was assigned to the command of Eastern Tennessee Aag. 8, 1861. He 
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
